N.P.U.  CONCERN  AT  PROPOSED  RULES 

STATEMENT  by  the  Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Jnion  following  its  meeting  on  April  27  expresses  "  grave  concern  " 
ver  one  paragraph  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Council's  recom- 
lendations  on  advertising  of  goods  and  services  by  pharmacists  (see 
&  D.,  April  23,  p.  410).  The  Executive  feels  that  it  would  place  the 
lultiples  and  non-pharmacy  traders  in  a  position  of  advantage  "  which 
ley  would  without  doubt  exploit  to  the  full." 
Whilst  the  Committee  states  it  fully 
jpports  in  principle  the  aim  of  the 
ouncil  to  control  advertising  it 
ikes  the  view  that  the  proposal  im- 
icit  in  paragraph  (g)  of  the  recom- 
lendations  (prohibiting  the  use  of  a 
rofessional  description  such  as 
hemist "  in  association  with  the 
ame  of  a  pharmacist,  or  company, 
any  advertisement  for  cosmetics, 
:>ilet  requisites  or  photographic  goods) 
ould,  if  adopted,  introduce  a  restric- 
on  weighted  heavily  against  the  pri- 
ate  independent  pharmacist  and  would 
ace  the  multiples  and  non-pharmacy 
aders  in  a  position  of  advantage.  The 
ommittee  bases  its  view  on  two 
onsiderations.  Firstly,  that  the  busi- 
ess  names  of  the  multiples  have  be- 
ome  synonymous  with  that  of  "  chem- 
ts,"  thus  assuring  full  identification  by 
ie  use  of  company  name  alone  in 
leir  advertisements.  Secondly,  the  mer- 
handise  described  in  paragraph  (g) 
sold  not  only  by  pharmacists,  but 
y  many  other  types  of  business  that 
an  ensure  easy  identification  between 
e  name  and  the  nature  of  the  busi- 
ess.  The  Committee's  view  is  that  an 
ddres9  provides  neither  satisfactory 
or  sufficient  information  for  members 
f  the  public,  who  would  merely  look 
or  a  business  likely  to  sell  the  adver- 
sed  merchandise.  Advertising  of  the 
ype  envisaged  by  the  Society's  Council 
ecomes  severely  limited  in  value,  thus 
eading  to  early  abandonment  and  the 
reation  of  a  clear  field  of  operation 
or  the  multiples  and  non-pharmacy 
etailers.  The  effects  of  this  proposed 
estriction  would  be  so  far  reaching 
hat  even  those  private  pharmacists 
vho  do  not  at  present  advertise  would 
>e  affected  by  the  inevitable  changes 
n  purchasing  patterns.  The  N.P.U. 
ixecutive  Committee  believes  it  is  in 
he  interests  of  all  independent  retail 
sharmacists  that  careful  consideration 
hould  be  given  to  every  implication 
the  proposal  and  urges  those  repre- 
enting  retail  pharmacy  to  press  for 
he  rejection  of  this  particular  Council 
ecommendation  at  the  Branch  Repre- 
entatives'  Meeting  on  May  19. 


Private-scheme  Drugs 

STATEMENT  ON  PROCEDURE 

THE  Independent  Medical  Services, 
Ltd.,  has  issued  the  following  state- 
ment concerning  dispensing  under  their 
family  care  scheme:  — 

"  Independent  Medical  Services,  Ltd., 
considers  it  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
both  doctors  and  patients  who  utilise  their 
schemes  for  family  doctor  care  that  a  dis- 
pensing service  operated  by  pharmacists 
should  be  available  over  the  widest  possible 
geographical  area.  Discussions  to  establish 
this  objective  have  taken  place  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
which  has  had  the  advice  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee. 
Agreement  between  I. M.S.  and  the  Society 
has  been  reached  as  follows:  — 

(1)  Pharmacists  will  be  recommended 
by  the  Society  to  dispense  prescrip- 
tions issued  by  I. M.S.  doctors  to 
their  patients. 

Patients  will  be  free  to  present 
I. M.S.  prescriptions  to  any  phar- 
macist ol  their  choice. 
Such  prescriptions  will  be  exclu- 
sively issued  on  numbered  forms 
of  distinctive  colour.  The  design  ol 
these  forms  has  been  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  Pharmaceutical

Society  and  doctors  will  be  advised 
to  retain  a  carbon  copy  of  each 
prescription  issued  for  the  purpose 
of  checking  accounts. 

(4)  Members  ol  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  will  be  responsible  for  the 
pricing  ol  each  prescription  dis- 
pensed by  them  and  will  render 
itemised  accounts  to  I. M.S.  doctors 
normally  monthly.  Prescriptions  will 
be  priced  on  the  N.H.S.  scale,  in- 
cluding professional  fee,  plus  Is. 
per  item  prescribed  to  cover  the 
work  involved  in  pricing  prescrip- 
tions and  preparation  ol  the  neces- 
sary accounts. 

(5)  Doctors  will  receive  monthly  from 
I. M.S.  the  aggregate  subscriptions 
paid  by  their  patients  less  a  small 
percentage  to  cover  administrative 
costs  and  will  be  responsible  for 
prompt  settlement  of  accounts  pro- 
perly rendered  to  them  by  pharma- 
cists. Estimates  of  the  finances  of 
this  scheme  have  been  made  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  by 
I. M.S.  based  upon  the  latest  figures 
available.  It  is  understood  that 
changes  in  drug  costs,  prescribing 
frequency  and  other  variable  factors 
will  affect  the  finances  of  the 
scheme  and  may  require  their  re- 
view from  time  to  time. 

(6)  I. M.S.,  Ltd.,  will  guarantee  payment 
of  all  accounts  properly  presented 
by  pharmacists  under  this  scheme." 

Links  with  Germany 

SUPERINTENDENTS  VISIT  HAMBURG 

A  DEPUTATION  of  Co-operative 
superintendent  pharmacists  has  recently 
returned  from  Hamburg  after  spending 
the  week  April  25-29  studying  the  in- 
dustrial, research  and  general  practice 
sides  of  German  pharmacy.  The  party 
was    officially    received    by  Senator

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Schedemann  (Minister  of  Health)  at 
the  Rathaus.  In  his  speech  of  welcome 
he  mentioned  the  traditional  and  his- 
torical ties  linking  Great  Britain  and 
Hamburg,  the  high  respect  in  which 
British  pharmacy  was  held  and  the 
problem  of  maintaining  the  profes- 
sional aspect  of  pharmacy  in  Germany 
against  the  inroads  of  commercialism 
since  the  High  Court  decision  of  1958 
that  had  abolished  limitation  of  phar- 
macies. In  reply  Mr.  A.  G.  M.  Madge 
said  another  link  between  the  two 
countries  was  the  common  link  of 
service  to  health  and  humanity  by  the 
profession.  The  derestriction  of  phar- 
macy limitation  was  of  interest  to  the 
visitors  since  in  Great  Britain  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  advocating 
limitation.  Great  Britain,  he  said,  was 
endeavouring  to  be  more  professional 
and  Germany  more  commercial.  Mr. 
John  Dawson  (British  Commercial 
Consul)  was  also  present  at  the  recep- 
tion. The  deputation  attended  a  dinner 
given  by  Dr.  Klie  (president  of  the 
Apothekerkammer)  and  his  colleagues 
the  same  evening.  At  a  conference 
at  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  Dr. 
Klie  presented  a  paper  on  the  problem 
of  maintaining  professionalism  in  Ger- 
many since  the  federal  constitutional 
court  ruling  in  1958.  Subsequent  dis- 
cussion ended  in  agreement  that  there 
was  much  common  ground  on  which 
to  fight,  safeguard  and  maintain  the 
interest  and  responsibilities  of  phar- 
macy. 

Heart  Diseases 

REVIEW  OF  FACTS  AND  FIGURES 

A  STUDY  of  the  problems  associated 
with  ischaemic  heart  disease  is  pre- 
sented in  "  The  Common  Illness  of 
Our  Time,"  a  booklet  published  by  the 
Office  of  Health  Economics,  62  Bromp- 
ton  Road,  London,  S.W.3  (price 
2s.  6d.).  It  says  that  allowing  for 
changes  in  the  age  structure  of  the 
population,  the  death  rate  for  heart 
disease  has  remained  relatively  con- 
stant since  the  1930"s  and  its  increasing 
importance  is  mainly  due  to  the  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  deaths  from  other 
causes.  In  the  first  quarter  of  this  cen- 
tury heart  disease  accounted  for  about 
one  in  eight  of  all  deaths  but  by  the 
1960's  the  figure  had  risen  to  one  in 
three.  The  report  lists  eight  causes 
which  seem  to  be  associated  with  cor- 
onary heart  disease;  high  levels  of  fat 
in  the  bloodstream:  high  blood  pres- 
sure; cigarette  smoking:  physical  in- 
activity; increase  in  weight;  nervous 
stress;  diabetes;  and  genetic  factors. 
Over  half  of  all  fatalities  occur  within 
the  first  hour,  stressing  the  importance 
of  prompt  treatment.  The  report  warns 
against  the  assumption  that  the  con- 
quest of  heart  disease  would  bring 
substantial  economic  savings  to  the 
country,  for  although  coronary  heart 
disease  alone  is  responsible  for  19  per 
cent,  of  all  deaths,  its  cost  to  the 
Health  Service  is  less  than  2  per  cent, 
of  the  total.  In  sickness  benefit  pay- 
ments heart  disease  accounts  for  only 
5  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Research  ex- 
penditure by  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry into  heart  disease  is  said  to  be 
perhaps  a  tenth  of  their  £150  million 
world-wide  research  budget. 


Chemists'  Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  STATISTICS 

THE  index  of  retail  sales  by  chemists 
and  photographic  dealers  in  March  was 
111  (average  monthly  sales  in  1961  = 
100),  an  increase  of  8  per  cent,  over 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Figures 
recently  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
also  reveal  the  following  indices  for 
the  month  : — ■ 

Independent  retailers  107  (+  5  per  cent.) 
Multiple  retailers  117  (  +  11  per  cent.) 

Co-operative  societies  104  (+  8  per  cent.) 
The  figures  do  not  allow  for  receipts 
under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Nielsen  Report 

N.H.S.  PAYMENTS  AND  TURNOVER 

THE  total  average  weekly  turnover 
obtained  by  pharmacies  during  Janu- 
ary-February was  £7,305,000,  just  short 
of  6  per  cent,  below  the  previous 
peak  Christmas  period,  but  higher  than 
the  July-August  1965  and  September- 
October  1965  periods.  Nielsen  Drug 
Index  states  that  the  National  Health 
Service  payments  during  the  period 
represented  almost  31  per  cent,  of 
multiples'  total  turnover  and  just  short 
of  43  per  cent,  of  the  turnover  ob- 
tained by  independent  pharmacies. 
The  average  weekly  cash  sales  in  retail 
pharmacies  were: — Multiples,  £509; 
large  independents,  £480;  medium  in- 
dependents, £285;  small  independents, 
£132.  It  was  estimated  that  the  multiple 
pharmacies  obtained  40-8  per  cent,  of 
the  total  turnover  during  the  period 
whilst  the  large,  medium  and  small 
independents  obtained  11  "7,  21-0,  and 
26-5  per  cent,  respectively.  The  average 
weekly  National  Health  Service  pay- 
ments per  shop  were:  Large  inde- 
pendents, £365;  multiples,  £250; 
medium  independents,  £208;  small  in- 
dependents, £131.  During  January, 
independent  pharmacies  dispensed  65-6 
per  cent,  of  National  Health  Service 
prescriptions  (an  average  of  1,642  per 
shop  per  month),  whilst  the  multiple 
pharmacies  dispensed  34-4  per  cent, 
(an  average  of  2,452  per  shop  per 
month). 

Cost  of  Drugs 

MINISTRY  ISSUES  SOME  COMPARISONS 

THE  Ministry  of  Health  is  issuing  to 
doctors  and  chemists  a  series  of  state- 
ments showing  the  comparative  costs  of 
drugs.  The  first  deals  with  oral  diure- 
tics, and  for  each  proprietary  product 
gives  details  of  presentation,  average 
dose  and  total  N.H.S.  cost  of  twenty- 


eight  days  treatment  at  the  dosage 
shown  (the  latter  indicated  both  in 
figures  and  as  a  solid  coloured  line 
proportional  in  length  to  the  cost).  Dis- 
tribution is  through  Executive  Coun- 
cils. 

Sulphuric  Acid 

FIRST  QUARTER'S  PRODUCTION 

PRODUCTION  of  sulphuric  acid  by 
members  of  the  National  Sulphuric 
Acid  Association,  Ltd.,  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  amounted  to  833,799 
tons  (calculated  as  100  per  cent.  H2SOi). 
Sales  during  the  quarter  amounted  to 
854,371  tons  of  which  the  drugs  and 
fine  chemicals  industries  took  5,157 
tons.  The  above  figures  exclude  pro- 
duction and  sales  by  Government 
plants.

Unsupervised  Sales 

POISONS  ACT  FINES  AT  LOUGHREA 

THE  illness  of  a  pharmacist's  mother 
caused  Mrs.  Mary  Barry,  The  Medical 
Hall,  Main  Street.  Loughrea,  co.  Gal- 
way,  to  be  fined  £6  and  ordered  to  pay 
£26  6s.  9d.  in  costs  and  expenses  at 
Loughrea  court  on  April  13.  The 
offence  was  of  having  sold  scheduled 
poisons  in  the  absence  of  a  qualified 
person  on  October  15.  1965.  An  agent 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land gave  evidence  of  having  called 
at  the  pharmacy  and  having  purchased 
headache  tablets  and  a  veterinary  pre- 
paration containing  a  Part  I  poison. 
There  was  no  pharmacist  present.  De- 
fending solicitor  said  that  a  lady  phar- 
macist engaged  by  Mrs.  Barry  should 
have  taken  up  her  duties  two  days  be- 
fore the  agent  called.  She  had  been 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  illness 
of  her  mother.  Had  the  agent  called 
two  days  later  she  would  have  found 
the  pharmacist  present.  A  letter  was 
read  from  the  pharmacist  apologising 
for  the  delay  in  taking  up  duty.  The 
registrar  of  the  Society  (Mr.  J.  G. 
Coleman)  gave  evidence  that  persons 
present  in  the  pharmacy  when  the 
agent  called  were  not  pharmaceutical 
chemists.

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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

A  complementary  postscript  to  the 
"  Breakthrough "  series  of  B.B.C. 
Home  Service  programmes  is  being 
broadcast  on  May  19.  Entitled  "  Medi- 
cine Tomorrow,"  it  deals  with  research 
being  carried  out  in  so  far  uncon- 
quered  diseases  and  conditions. 

The  United  Kingdom  Government 
has  presented  to  the  World  Health 
Organisation  a  life-sized  femal  torso 
in  bronze  for  its  new  headquarters 
opened  in  Geneva  on  May  7.  The 
statue  is  the  work  of  the  London  sculp- 
tor Karin  Jonzen. 

Sunderland  are  the  1965-66  winners 
of  the  United  Chemists  Association, 
Ltd.,  football  cup,  which  is  competed 
for  annually  by  teams  from  schools  of 
pharmacy  in  Great  Britain.  They  beat  a 
team  from  Leicester  school  4-0  in  the 
final.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Selective  employment  tax 

Fears  have  been  expressed  that  the  selective  employment  tax  will  have 
the  ultimate  effect  of  increasing  the  cost  of  living.  There  have  been  dire 
threats,  for  example,  connected  with  the  possible  cost  of  a  haircut — an 
operation  for  which,  in  my  own  case  and  that  of  many  others  the  fee 
charged  over  the  past  thirty  years  has  seemed  to  be  in  inverse  proportion 
to  volume  of  the  work.  Food  prices  and  hotel  charges  are  other  items 
mentioned  as  almost  certain  to  be  increased  to  offset,  in  part  at  least,  the 
effect  of  the  tax.  At  first  sight,  it  would  appear  that  the  pharmacist's  scope 
for  action  in  that  direction  is  severely  limited.  As  has  been  pointed  out,  a 
fair  proportion  of  his  turnover  is  at  a  predetermined  rate  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  Experience  of  dealing  with  the  Ministry  has  not  been  such 
as  to  lead  one  to  hope  that  there  will  be  an  offer  of  help  from  that 
source,  although  there  is  justification  for  hoping  that  a  convincing  case 
might  be  presented  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  dispensing  cannot  be 
conducted  on  self-service  lines.  Then  we  have  the  inescapable  fact  that  a 
very  large  percentage  of  the  remainder  of  the  chemist's  turnover  is  in 
goods  of  fixed  prices,  where  that  has  not  already  been  eroded  by  price- 
cutting.  That  leaves  a  very  small  field  for  manoeuvre,  and  any  increases  to 
meet  the  outlay  demanded  are  scarcely  likely  to  meet  the  outlay  in  tax  on 
the  girl  assistant.  While  not  losing  sight  of  the  object  of  the  tax,  one  can 
only  fear  that  its  imposition  will  encourage  an  extension  of  the  super- 
market and  self-service  type  of  business  in  which  a  very  small  staff  can 
handle  a  very  large  turnover.  Pharmacy  does  not  lend  itself — indeed  can- 
not lend  itself — to  trading  of  that  description.  In  discriminating  against 
the  "  service "  type  of  business,  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  service  under 
N.H.S.  were  to  be  adversely  affected,  the  public  would  want  to  know  the 
reason  why.  If  the  "  neutral  zone  "  were  recognised  as  just  in  that  direc- 
tion, a  basis  for  calculation  might  lie  in  the  volume  of  dispensing. 

Colour  film 

In  your  issue  which  announces  the  selective  employment  tax,  there  is 
news  relating  to  colour  film  which  suggests  that  that  is  not  a  field  in  which 
we  may  expect  to  offset  the  expense  of  the  new  levy.  The  Monopolies 
Commission  appear  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  not  only  is  the  cost  of 
colour  photography  too  high,  but  that  the  profit  is  excessive  "  for 
packaged  goods  of  small  bulk  which  have  a  quick  turnover."  The  Com- 
mission were  not  impressed  by  the  arguments  of  the  manufacturers  to  the 
effect  that  trained  staff  were  required  to  give  expert  advice  on  technical 
problems.  It  may  be  that  the  policy  of  the  manufacturers  which  has 
changed  in  recent  years  has  contributed  to  that  view,  for  the  points  of  sale 
have  been  widened  in  such  a  manner  as  to  suggest  that  the  goods  were 
merely  packaged  goods  of  small  bulk  with  a  quick  turnover.  So  far  as  I 
have  seen,  no  account  was  taken  of  the  fact  that  if  the  turnover  is  slower 
than  was  expected,  perhaps  owing  to  a  bad  season,  the  stock  is  perishable 
and  considerable  loss  is  sometimes  incurred.  Many  years  ago,  when  dealers 
were  selected  with  more  discrimination,  I  enrolled  in  a  first-class  corres- 
pondence course  run  by  the  company  in  question,  and  found  it  to  be  of 
great  value  in  providing  a  helpful  service.  The  manufacturers  were  right 
in  stressing  the  services  accruing  and  the  Commission,  in  my  opinion,  lack- 
ing in  perception  in  finding  such  argument  unconvincing. 

Creams 

The  instructive  article  on  p.  458,  dealing  with  the  formulation  and  pre- 
servation of  creams,  is  of  interest  to  the  practising  pharmacist,  and  might 
also  be  of  value  to  the  recently  bitterly  disappointed  section  of  those  who 
take  part  in  the  N.H.S.  Increasingly,  the  pharmacist  finds  himself  faced 
with  the  problems  posed  by  the  more  imaginative  doctor  who  blithely  orders 
mixtures  of  proprietary  ointments  and  creams,  frequently  diluting  them 
with  unsuitable  bases.  All  the  care  and  experimenting  of  the  manufacturer 
are  undone  at  the  stroke  of  a  ball-point,  and  nothing  can  put  them  together 
again. 
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DOCTORS'  AND  DENTISTS'  PAY  RISE 

One  mile  dispensing  limit  may  go 


PAY  increases  for  doctors  and  dentists 
recommended  in  the  Review  Body  on 
Doctors'  and  Dentists'  Remuneration 
Seventh  Report  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  8s.),  published  on  May  5. 
have  met  with  general  acceptance  by 
the  Government. 

Overall  increase  in  hospital  doctors' 
and  dentists'  salaries,  including  in- 
creases in  the  number  and  value  of 
distinction  awards  is  roughly  13j  per 
cent,  although  different  grades  are  allo- 
cated different  increases.  Consultants 
are  being  offered  about  10  per  cent, 
and  house  officers  35  per  cent. 

The  report's  recommendations  for 
general  medical  practitioners  are  based 
on  the  second  report  on  the  family 
doctor  service  (see  C.  &  D.,  October 
23.  1965,  p.  413).  An  increase  of  ap- 
proximately £1,000  in  net  income  is 
suggested.  A  basic  practice  fee  of 
£1,000  per  year  plus  a  fee  of  £1  per 
patient  (£1  8s.  if  patient  is  over  sixty- 
five)  with  a  supplementary  fee  of 
2s  6d.  for  each  patient  in  excess  of 
1 .000  on  the  list  is  suggested. 

The  Government,  while  agreeing 
with  the  Review  Body  that  special  con- 
siderations of  workload  and  manpower 
in  general  practice  justify  an  excep- 
tionally large  increase  in  remuneration 
feels  that  current  economic  difficulties 
and  the  prices  and  incomes  policy  pre- 
vent them  from  adopting  the  proposals 
in  full.  They  suggest  that  the  increase 
should  be  phased  over  two  years. 

For  general  dental  practitioners  an 
increase  of  8  5  per  cent,  in  target  net 
income  for  the  first  year  to  which  the 
report  relates  and  a  further  42  per 
cent,  in  the  following  year  is  suggested. 

The  British  Medical  Association's 
council,  meeting  on  May  8.  deplored 
the  decision  not  to  implement  the 
Review  Body's  award  in  full  in  the  first 
year  but  acceded  provided  an  accep- 
table method  of  phasing  could  be 
agreed.  It  is  recommending  to  a  special 
representative  meeting  that  the  Review 
Body's  report,  and  the  three  reports  on 
the  "  doctors'  charter,"  be  accepted  as 
a  basis  for  a  new  contract. 

Doctors'  Dispensing 

On  the  same  day  that  the  above 
report  was  published  the  British  Medi- 
cal Association  published  the  third  and 
final  report  of  joint  discussions 
between  the  Government  and  general 
practitioner  representatives  on  the 
"  doctor's  charter."  It  contains  pro- 
posals for  revising  regulations  on  doc- 
tors' dispensing,  including  the  abolition 
of  the  "one-mile  limit"  in  England 
and  Wales.  The  report  states  that  the 
sole  criterion  would  in  future  be 
whether  patients  would  otherwise  have 
serious  difficulty  in  obtaining  necessary 
drugs  or  appliances  from  a  chemist  by 
reason  of  distance  or  inadequacy  of 
communications.  The  Executive  Coun- 
cil would  decide  whether  or  not  it  was 
necessary  for  dootors  to  dispense  in 
any  given  area.  It  would  then  authorise 
or,  if  need  be,  require  the  doctor  to 
do  so.  In  reaching  a  decision  the 
Executive  Council  would  normally  be 
guided  by  its  Dispensing  Committee. 


It  is  intended  to  prescribe  the  mem- 
bership of  such  committees  by  Regula- 
tion as  three  general  medical  practi- 
tioners and  three  pharmacists  with  a 
lay  chairman. 

Certain  changes  would  also  apply  to 
Scotland.  It  is  proposed  that  when  a 
doctor  is  required  or  authorised  to  dis- 
pense he  shall,  so  long  as  he  remains 
in  the  same  practice,  be  protected  in 
the  right  to  dispense  for  patients  on 
his  list  in  those  areas,  who  wish  to  ob- 
tain their  drugs  from  him.  subject  to 
the  right  of  the  Executive  Council  to 
re-open  the  issue  in  the  event  of  a 
major  change  of  circumstances  (e.g. 
change  of  a  rural  area  to  a  mainly 
urban  one). 

Right  of  Appeal 

Doctors  who  at  present  dispense  but 
who  under  the  new  arrangements  will 
no  longer  dispense  would  be  given  one 
year's  protection.  The  present  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Minister  or  Secretary  of 
State  for  a  doctor  whom  the  Executive 
Council  propose  to  require  to  dispense 
and  who  does  not  wish  to  do  so,  would 
be  retained.  It  is  proposed  that  a  right 
of  appeal  should  be  available  to  any 
interested  party,  for  example,  doctor, 
chemist  or  patient,  against  a  decision 
of  an  Executive  Council  on  the  neces- 
sity for  dispensing  by  doctors  in  any 
particular  case  or  against  a  decision  of 
Council  not  to  re-open  a  case. 

The  report  also  proposes  changes  in 
remuneration  for  doctors'  dispensing. 
The  doctors'  representatives  have 
agreed  in  principle  to  a  Government 
proposal  for  remuneration  of  all  dis- 
pensing services  by  capitation  fee, 
with  a  choice  between  payment  for  in- 
gredient cost  by  capitation  or  by 
item  and  that  payments  should  be  cal- 
culated initially  on  the  best  available 
estimates  of  dispensing  doctors'  costs 
in  1966-67.  In  the  absence  of  informa- 
tion about  other  expenses  of  dispens- 
ing by  doctors  and  time  and  effort 
spent  on  dispensing,  the  dispensing  ser- 
vice fee  would  be  based  on  chemist 
contractors'  rates,  with  appropriate 
deductions  in  respect  of  expense  pay- 
ments made  to  doctors  separately.  On 
that  basis  the  dispensing  service  fee 
would  be  12s.  6d.  and  the  comprehen- 
sive fee,  which  would  include  the  dis- 
pensing service  fee.  would  be  49  shil- 
lings (in  terms  of  standard  fees  for  all 
dispensing  patients).  Fee  for  ingredient 
costs  would  be  reviewed  annually.  It 
was  agreed  that  dispensing  doctors 
should  not  write  N.H.S.  prescriptions 
for  dispensing  by  chemists  for  dispens- 
ing patients  on  their  lists  but  should 
themselves  meet  the  cost  of  any  drugs 
they  had  to  ask  chemists  to  supply. 

Doctors  dispensing  for  temporary 
residents  would  be  paid  a  service  fee 
of  2s.  6d.  for  each  separate  prescrip- 
tion, payment  for  ingredients  being 
according  to  the  Drug  Tariff.  It  was 
agreed  that,  if  the  profession  accepted 
the  views  of  their  representatives  on 
the  merit  of  the  principles  of  payment 
there  should  be  no  final  determination 
of  the  fees  until  there  had  been  fur- 
ther negotiations  after  the  Review 
Body  had  reported. 


DISPENSING  DOCTORS! 
A  joint  statement 

THE  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  till 
Central   N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractor! 
Committee  have  issued  a  statement  oil 
the  decisions  on  dispensing  doctors  rill 
corded  in  the  report  on  the  "  doctorH 
charter "  (see  this  page).  It  says  the 
when  the  charter  was  put  forward  b 
the  doctors  it  presented  an  opportunit 
to  raise  the  matter  again  in  circum 
stances  which  appeared  to  be  favour 
able  to  a  more  thorough  consideratio 
than    previously.    First    because  th 
whole  basis  of  the   doctor's  contrac 
would  be  under  review  so  that  dispens 
ing  would  not  be  considered  in  isola 
tion  and  secondly  because  the  claim  ii 
the  charter  that  doctors  in  rural  area 
should  have  the  right  to  dispense  fo 
all  their  patients  clearly  showed  tha 
the  issue  was  acute.  The  Society  anc 
the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contrac 
tors)  Committee  conferred  on  the  posi 
tion  and  sent  a   joint   letter  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  giving  reasons  foi 
a  re-examination  of  the  arrangements 
Following  that  the  Ministry  informed 
the  two  bodies  of  its  proposals  for  deal- 
ing with  the  question  and  these  were 
subsequently  discussed  by  the  Ministry 
separately  with  representatives  of  the 
doctors   and   of   both  pharmaceutical 
bodies.  The  results  of  the  discussions 
are    the    proposals    contained   in  the 
report. 

Noting  that  it  is  proposed  to  re- 
move the  one-mile  limit  and  to  limit 
doctors'  dispensing  to  circumstances  in 
which  there  would  be  serious  difficulty 
in  a  patient  obtaining  drugs  and  appli- 
ances by  reason  of  distance  or  lack  of 
means  of  communication,  the  statement 
says  that  in  principle  the  proposals  are 
in  line  with  the  policy  advocated  by 
the  pharmaceutical  bodies. 

The  guidance  which  will  be  given  by 
the  Ministry  to  Executive  Councils  to 
assist  them  to  decide  what  amounts  to 
"  serious  difficulty."  is  regarded  as  of 
fundamental  importance  and  pharma- 
cists are  reminded  that  the  decision  of 
an  Executive  Council  is  not  necessarily 
final.  The  provision  that  where  a  doc- 
tor is  permitted  or  required  to  dispense 
he  should  retain  that  status  until  a 
major  change  of  circumstances  occurs 
is  said  to  be  to  avoid  the  situation 
which  has  arisen  under  the  present 
arrangements  where  a  pharmacy  opens 
in  a  rural  district,  the  doctor  ceases  to 
dispense  for  patients  within  a  mile  of 
the  pharmacy,  the  pharmacy  closes 
after  a  while  and  the  doctor  is  again 
required  to  dispense.  Protection  given 
to  a  doctor  in  that  way  would  apply 
only  so  long  as  he  remains  in  the 
practice  and  not  automatically  to  his 
successor,  in  respect  of  whom  a  new 
decision  would  be  taken. 

The  Society's  statement  concludes: 
"  It  will  be  seen  that  the  proposals  re- 
present a  new  approach  to  the  question 
of  dispensing  by  doctors.  Subject  to  re- 
gulations and  the  guidance  to  be  given 
to  Executive  Councils,  upon  both  of 
which  the  pharmaceutical  bodies  will 
require  to  be  satisfied,  the  Council  of 
the  Society  and  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  con- 
sider the  proposals  will  remove  the 
anomaly  which  exists  under  the  present 
arrangements." 
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REACTIONS  TO  THE  NEW  TAX 

Concern  by  N.P.U.  and  others  for  part-time  employees

[HE  increasing  dependence  of  proprie- 
or  pharmacists  on  part-time  labour  is 
itressed  in  a  letter  concerning  the  inci- 
lence  of  the  proposed  selective  employ- 
tax  sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
;hequer  by  Mr.  J.  Wright  (secretary, 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union).  He 
•efers  to  the  increasing  pressure  from 
ihop  assistants  for  shorter  hours  or  a 
we-day  working  week  coupled  with  the 
-equirement  in  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Terms  of  Service  for  chemist  con- 
ractors  that  a  dispensing  service  shall 
be  provided  from  9  a.m.  until  at  least 
5  p.m.  on  ordinary  week  days.  Mr. 
Wright  continues  "  I  may  say  that  the 
:ontinuing  pressure  on  profit  margins 
in  retail  pharmacy  has  underlined  the 
need  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  over- 
heads and  the  N.P.U.  has  encouraged 
its  members  to  modernise  their  phar- 
nacies  and  to  introduce  up-to-date 
distribution  techniques  where  appro- 
priate so  that  increased  retail  turnover 
:an  be  achieved  without  increases  in 
the  staff  employed.  There  is  certainly 
no  "  hoarding  of  labour "  in  private 
pharmacy  businesses.  Those  proprietors 
who  have  to  depend  on  part-time 
labour  are  already  having  to  bear  the 
burden  of  full  rate  National  Insurance 
contributions  for  each  part-time  em- 
ployee engaged  in  the  business.  If  legis- 
lation on  the  selective  employment  tax 
is  enacted  on  what  appears  to  us  to  be 
the  basis  of  the  White  Paper  (Cmnd. 
2986)  the  position  of  employers  who 
are  dependent  upon  part-time  labour 
will  become  more  difficult."  Mr.  Wright 
then  refers  to  precedents  in  recent 
legislation  such  as  the  Contracts  of 
Employment  Act  1963  and  the  Redun- 
dancy Payments  Act  1965  where  cer- 
tain exemptions  were  provided  in  the 
case  of  employees  who  work  twenty- 
one  hours  or  less  per  week.  "  It  would 
appear  to  be  reasonable  that  the  same 
considerations  should  apply  in  the  case 
of  the  selective  employment  tax."  Mr. 
Wright  has  written  in  similar  terms  to 
the  Minister  of  Labour  and  the  Minis- 
ter of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance. 

Distributive  Trades  Conference 

Mr.  Douglas  Jay  (President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade)  was  accused  of  "  play- 
ing the  game  both  ways "  when  he 
tried  to  defend  the  tax  before  a  dis- 
tributive trades  conference  in  Brighton 
on  May  8. 

He  was  addressing  a  two-day  con- 
ference which  had  been  arranged  some 
months  ago  by  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment Committee  for  distribution  to 
discuss  ways  of  improving  efficiency. 
After  the  opening  address  by  Mr.  Jay 
retailers  and  wholesalers  expressed 
their  bewilderment  at  what  the  tax 
was  supposed  to  achieve.  One  ques- 
tioner asked  Mr.  Jay  how  he  expected 
retailers  to  keep  their  shops  open  for 
longer  hours,  give  more  and  longer 
holidays  to  their  staff,  grant  a  five-day 
week,  and  at  the  same  time  release 
labour  to  manufacturing  industries. 
Some  members  of  the  audience  refused 
to  accept  that  there  was  any  surplus 
labour  in  the  distributive  trades.  Mr. 
Jay  agreed  to  examine  some  of  the 
points  raised,  such  as  the  impact  of 


the  tax  on  part-time  workers.  He  con- 
gratulated retailers  on  absorbing  the 
additional  costs  which  they  had  suf- 
fered in  the  past  year,  and  urged  them 
to  do  the  same  with  the  new  tax. 

On  May  9  members  attending  the 
conference  were  told  two  ways  to  beat 
the  effects  of  the  payroll  tax.  They 
could  operate  their  own  "  sales  tax " 
and  increase  prices  to  consumers,  or 
put  the  squeeze  on  manufacturers  get- 
ing  grants  from  the  Government  to 
lower  their  prices  to  retailers.  Mr. 
Hugh  Weeks  (chairman.  N.E.D.C.  for 
distributive  trades)  estimated  that  a 
sales  tax  of  about  1|  per  cent,  would 
meet  the  cost  of  the  Chancellor's 
measure. 

Three  Points  for  the  Government 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  conference 
Mr.  Weeks  announced  that  interviews 
would  be  sought  with  the  First  Secre- 
tary, the  Chancellor,  and  Mr.  Jay  to 
discuss  ways  of  easing  the  burden  of 
the  tax  and  increasing  efficiency.  A 
major  concern  was  the  treatment  of 
part-timers  who  were  being  increasingly 
recruited  to  ease  the  labour  shortages 
in  distribution.  It  appeared  that  after 
eight  hours  a  week  the  full  tax  would 
be  payable :  and  it  was  felt  that  this 
must  widely  discourage  part-time  em- 
ployment and  would  add  to  the  national 
shortages  of  labour  unless  some  modifi- 
cations were  introduced.  Attention  had 
been  drawn  to  anomalies  which  would 
lead  to  uneconomic  distortions.  One 
example  lay  in  the  treatment  of  trans- 
port. A  driver  delivering  identical 
goods  to  the  same  shops  could  either 
attract  a  premium  of  7s.  6d.  or  a  tax  of 
25s.  according  to  whether  the  goods 
came  from  a  manufacturing  establish- 
ment or  through  a  wholesaling  estab- 
lishment. There  could  also  be  a  "  neu- 
tral "  position  where  if  the  goods  were 
delivered  by  a  contractor  the  tax  would 
be  refunded. 

Many  members  also  felt  that  in  view 
of  the  declared  intention  of  the  tax 
to  encourage  greater  labour  economy 
in  the  distributive  trades,  there  was  a 
strong  case  for  the  restoration  of  incen- 
tives to  investment  which  were  with- 
drawn under  the  January  scheme.  An 
investment  grant  of  20  per  cent,  would 
mean  ploughing  back  £30  millions  in 
new  plant  and  equipment  for  modern 
retailing  and  distribution  —  a  modest 
figure  when  the  Government  would  de- 
rive between  £120-140  millions  from 
retailers  alone  from  the  tax. 

Mr.  Fred  Catherwood  (director- 
general.  N.E.D.C.)  said  the  payroll  tax 
would  impose  some  burdens  but  every- 
one would  benefit  when  the  country 
got  out  of  the  vicious  balance  of  pay- 
ments spiral. 

The  Union  of  Shop.  Distributive  and 
Allied  Workers  is  to  ask  the  Chan- 
cellor to  meet  a  deputation  to  discuss 
the  implications  of  the  tax  for  the 
distributive  trade. 

The  Manufacturers'  Agents  Associa- 
tion have  sent  a  message  to  the  Chan- 
cellor pointing  out  that  agents  working 
on  commission,  already  fixed  by  agree- 
ment, would  have  no  means  of  re- 
covering  the   increased  cost   of  staff. 


Not  only  would  it  cause  hardship  to  a 
section  of  the  community  but  would  in 
many  cases  make  it  impracticable  for 
them  to  continue  in  business. 

Mrs.  Shirley  Williams  (Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Labour)  in  a 
written  reply  in  the  Commons  on  May 
9  said  that  some  500  extra  staff,  costing 
£750.000  a  year,  may  be  required  to 
administer  the  selective  employment 
tax  and  payment  of  premiums. 

IN  PARLIAMENT 

THE  Prime  Minister  (Mr.  Harold  Wil- 
son) announced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  May  4,  that  the  Govern- 
ment had  accepted  the  report  of  the 
Review  Body  on  Doctors'  and  Den- 
tists' remuneration  (see  p.  470). 

Dangerous  Substances  by  Road 

The  Standing  Advisory  Committee 
on  dangerous  substances  will  shortly 
be  considering  proposals  for  controlling 
200  dangerous  inflammable  liquids 
when  carried  by  road.  That  informa- 
tion was  given  by  Miss  Alice  Bacon 
(Minister  of  State,  Home  Office)  to 
Mr.  B.  R.  Braine  in  a  written  answer 
on  May  4.  The  Ministry  was  already 
in  touch  with  manufacturers  and  trans- 
port undertakings  and  both  sides  of 
the  industry  would  be  fully  consulted 
once  firm  proposals  had  been  made. 
On  the  previous  day  Miss  Bacon  told 
Mr.  A.  Gregory  the  substances  con- 
cerned were  inflammable  liquids  with 
the  flashpoint  below  73°F. 

Decimal  Currency 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  May  5, 
the  Earl  of  Dundee  asked  if  the 
Government  would  give  further  con- 
sideration to  arguments  in  favour  of 
a  ten  shilling  pound  as  the  nominal 
unit  of  a  British  decimal  currency. 
Lord  Bowles  said  that  the  fullest 
consideration  was  given  to  the  minority 
report  of  the  Halsbury  Committee  be- 
fore the  Government  chose  the  pound 
as  the  major  unit  for  decimal  cur- 
rency. The  Earl  of  Dundee  pointed 
out  that  every  other  sterling  country 
had  adopted  the  ten  shilling  pound. 

Sale  of  Goods  Bill 

Lord  Cohen  of  Brighton  introduced 
the  Sale  of  Goods  Bill  in  the  House 
of  Lords  on  May  5. 

Narcotics 

The  question  of  drug  taking  among 
young  people  was  raised  by  Mrs. 
Renee  Short  on  May  5  and  Mr. 
Braine  pointed  out  that  the  Brain 
Committee  on  Drug  Addiction  reported 
over  six  months  ago  and  made  a  num- 
ber of  useful  recommendations  involv- 
ing legislation.  He  wanted  to  know 
"  when  we  shall  get  that  legislation  ?  " 
Miss  Bacon  said  that  some  of  the  re- 
commendations of  the  Brain  Commit- 
tee needed  agreement  on  an  interna- 
tional level.  Dr.  H.  Gray  wanted  to 
know  if  the  Home  Office  would  under- 
take a  comparative  study  of  the 
amount  of  drugs  prescribed  by  medical 
practitioners  in  London  to  registered 
addicts,  publish  the  results  and  take 
suitable  action.  Miss  Bacon  replied 
"  We  are  concerned  with  the  matter  at 
present.  We  know  that  in  some  cases 
there  has  been  an  over-prescribing  of 
these  drugs." 
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THREE  COMPANIES  TO  MERGE 

Bush  Boake  Allen,  Ltd.,  to  operate  from  July  1 


A  NEW  company  which,  it  is  believed, 
will  be  the  largest  manufacturer  of 
flavours  in  the  world,  as  well  as  being 
a  major  supplier  of  perfumery 
materials,  pharmaceuticals,  insecticides 
and  chemicals,  is  to  begin  operation 
on  July  1.  Arising  from  the  merging 
of  three  companies — W.  J.  Bush  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  A.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons.  Ltd..  the 
new  company  (Bush  Boake  Allen. 
Ltd.),  will  have  a  combined  turnover 
in  excess  of  £20  millions  a  year  in 
value  and  have  factories  at  twenty-five 
points  strategically  spread  throughout 
the  world. 

The  board  of  Bush  Boake  Allen. 
Ltd.,  is  drawn  from  the  boards  of  the 
constituent  companies.  The  chairman  is 
Mr.  E.  L.  Bush  and  the  chief  execu- 
tive, Mr.  B.  White.  The  other  directors 
are:  Dr.  R.  A.  Gregory  and  Messrs. 
R.  K.  Allen.  R.  G.  Mason,  W.  E.  K. 
Piercy  and  C.  R.  Woods.

Announoing  the  merger  on  May  9, 
Mr.  E.  L.  Bush  said  that  each  of  the 
three  merged  companies  had  a  long 
history.

1833.  After  the  three  companies  had 
become  members  of  the  Albright  & 
Wilson  group  it  was  natural  that 
thought  should  be  given  as  to  how 
their  activities  could  be  sensibly  inte- 
grated and  accordingly  Bush  Boake 
Allen,  Ltd.,  was  formed  early  in  1964. 

Mr.  B.  White  said  that  the  initial 
phase  of  integration  was  being  concen- 
trated on  the  marketing  and  selling 
arrangements.  As  from  July  1  there 
would  no  longer  be  separate  represen- 
tatives calling  on  a  range  of  customers 
and  offering  three  competing  brands  of 
products.  Each  customer  with  few  ex- 
ceptions would  be  called  on  by  one 
representative  who  would  offer  the 
whole  range  of  relevant  products.  The 
marketing  of  products  in  and  from  the 
United  Kingdom  would  be  carried  out 
by  four  divisions: — flavour,  perfumery, 
pharmaceutical  and  'industrial  chemi- 
cal. Besides  galenicals  and  pharmaceu- 
tical chemicals,  the  pharmaceutical 
division  would  handle  powdered  gums, 
chlorophylls,  oleoresins,  pharmaceutical 
flavours  and  essential  oils,  insecticides, 
including  pyrethrum  extracts  and  syn- 
ergist bucarpolate. 

Bush  Boake  Allen.  Ltd..  was  already 
an  international  company  and  it  was 


the  company's  intention  to  widen  the 
spread  of  their  activities  even  further. 
Already  more  than  onejthird  of  the 
sales  from  the  U.K.  companies  was  to 
export  markets  and  over  half  the 
volume  of  the  total  business  was  over- 
seas. 

Products  of  the  former  three  com- 
panies would  continue  to  be  sold  under 
their  brand  names  and  production 
would  continue  at  the  existing  factory 
sites.  Overseas  most  of  the  existing 
subsidiary  companies  would,  for  the 
time  being,  continue  to  trade  under 
their  present  names. 

Mr.  White  also  announced  the  for- 
mation in  the  United  States  of  a  new 
company.  Bush  Boake  Allen.  Inc.  to 
replace  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Inc.

WHO  SHOULD  SELL  THEM? 

D.  R.  Blanshard,  B.Sc,  F.P.S. 


WHAT  is  the  proper  purchase-place 
for  a  sandal  that  offers  remedial  bene- 
fit to  customers  ?  Such  an  article  is 
the  Scholl  foot  exercise  sandal,  and  I 
am  convinced  that  it  is  a  "  natural  " 
line  for  the  pharmacy.  The  impact  it 
has  made  over  the  past  six  years  by 
being  marketed  through  chemists  has 
been  both  impressive  and  instructive. 

I  believe  I  was  one  of  the  first  to 
"  adventure "'  with  Scholl  sandals. 
They  were  first  shown  to  me  just  over 
two  years  ago  and  I  had  doubts  at 
the  time  about  stocking  them.  How- 
ever, our  policy  was  to  switch  to  any- 
thing new  that  was  judged  to  have 
promise  and  was  professionally  suit- 
able, and  after  discussion  with  my  wife, 
who  would  be  responsible  for  the  sell- 
ing, we  agreed  to  stock  a  few  pairs. 
If  we  had  then  had  the  experience 
of  the  past  two  full  seasons  those  early 
doubts  would  have  seemed  baseless. 

At  the  beginning  of  1965,  after  con- 
siderable success  in  1964,  we  decided 
to  "  have  a  real  go."  Taking  in  a  com- 
plete range  of  styles  and  colours  (a 
parcel  of  51  doz.)  we  sold  steadily 
from  the  day  we  displayed  them  on 
the  counter  and  in  the  window.  Re- 
ordering was  needed  right  through  the 
summer  —  and  indeed  the  winter, 
reaching  a  total  at  the  end  of  the  year 
of  almost  five  times  the  opening  order. 

No  Problems  of  Fitting 

My  wife,  who  attends  to  the  display 
and  the  sales,  says  she  finds  virtually 
no  fitting  problems.  The  straps  are 
adjustable  to  the  individual  needs  of 
the  wearer.  There  are  no  half  sizes, 
no  width  fittings;  the  guide  is  the  cus- 
tomer's usual  shoe  size.  Result :  A 
quick  transaction  that  produces  sub- 
stantial profit  and  customer  satisfaction, 
bringing  many  new  and  repeat  sales 
by  customers'  recommendations. 

Of  course,  the  Scholl  sandals  are 
widely  publicised.  Editors  of  women's 
magazines  are  showing  great  interest 
in  this  valuable  aid  to  foot  health,  and 
many  favourable  comments  have  ap- 
peared in  their  pages.  They  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  smart  appearance  of  the 
sandal  as  well  as  to  its  therapeutic 
importance.  Enquiries  from  those  re- 
ferences in  the  women's  Press  have 
been  sometimes  quite  astonishing.

THE  FOOT-COMFORT  COUNTER  AS  A'CONTRIBUTION  TO  TURNOVER 


IT  was  sometimes  felt  by  pharmacists 
that  the  demand  for  foot  aids  was  in- 
sufficient to  justify  carrying  a  full  range 
or  allotting  to  them  valuable  display 
space  in  an  already  well  filled  phar- 
macy. That  there  is  in  fact,  in  addi- 
tion to  a  huge  public  need  for  foot 
aids,  a  pressing  demand  for  them  pro- 
vided the  full  range  of  foot  care  pro- 
ducts is  shown  in  an  attractive  self- 
selection  display,  has  been  clearly 
shown  by  the  numerous  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country  who  have  in- 
stalled a  Scholl  foot-comfort  counter. 

This  is  no  glib  claim.  It  is  a  fact 
that  people  are  shy  of  admitting  to 
foot  troubles  and  still  more  reticent  in 
seeking  a  remedy. 
That  situation  does 
not  alter  the  fact, 
however,  that  there 
is  a  startlingly  high 
incidence  of  foot 
troubles  among  the 
population  of  this 
country.

To  quote  from  just  one  report, 
that  of  Stirlingshire  County  Council 
Health  Committee  on  the  foot  health 
of  school  children  in  1956:  "The  sur- 
vey showed  an  incidence  of  50  per 
cent,  of  foot  defects  in  girls  and  29 
per  cent,  in  boys.  Over  62  per  cent,  of 
the  girls  and  50  per  cent,  of  the  boys 
wore  unsatisfactory  footwear."  Today 
these  same  girls  and  boys,  now  adults, 
will  be,  like  millions  more,  wearing 
high  heels  or  pointed-toe  shoes,  suffer- 
ing as  they  were  ten  years  ago  and 
perhaps  in  ignorance  of  a  simple  con- 
venient remedy  that  could  bring  them 
swift  relief. 

A  Clear  Need 

There .  is,  then,  a  clear  need  for  a 
wide  range  of  foot  aids  to  be  available. 
Some  pharmacists  may  have  been 
deterred  by  that  fact,  envisaging  the 
need  for  a  large  amount  of  space  for 
storing  the  foot  aids,  and  a  large 
amount  more  for  displaying  them  in 
the  pharmacy!

Object"!  of  beauty  if  properly  cared  for. 


For  best  use  the  foot  comfort  counter 
should  be  placed  at  a  point  in  the 
pharmacy  that  is  both  accessible  and 
popular,  for  instance  on  customers' 
route  from  door  to  counter,  or  where 
customers  congregate  (as  near  the  dis- 
pensary). Accessibility  to  customers  is 
important,  since  the  whole  secret  of 
success  of  the  counter  lies  in  its  self- 
selection  lay-out.  A  high  proportion  of 
sales  are  impulse  purchases,  made  on 
the  basis  of  a  glance  at  the  display.  Of 


course  when  the  customer  has  a  bad 
foot  condition  he  is  advised  to  seek 
medical  or  chiropodial  treatment,  but 
the  feet  are  hard-working  bodily 
members  and  the  customer  will  need 
the  help  of  foot  aids  in  the  future.  To 
be  well-patronised  the  foot  comfort 
counter  should,  like  the  pharmacy 
itself,  be  kept  clean  and  attractive.  An 
occasional  glance  should  be  spared  to 
ensure  that  the  wallets  of  corn  pads, 
etc..  have  not  become  unduly  dis- 
arranged. One  assistant  may  sensibly 
be  called  upon  to  familiarise  herself 
with  the  products  and  the  layout  of 
the  counter,  and  encouraged  to  main- 
tain it  in  a  neat  condition. 

The  importance  and  pleasure  of  foot 
care  is  being  more  and  more  realised 
by  the  public  and  as  it  emerges  so  the 
situation  in  which  purchases  of  pro- 
ducts for  the  feet  are  made  only  when 
the  discomfort  or  disfigurement  become

pharmacy,  Chelsea  College  of  Science 
and  Technology,  received  their  prizes 
(or  tokens  thereof)  for  1965  at  the 
college  on  May  4.  On  August  1  the 
college  becomes  an  internal  school  of 
the  University  of  London,  and  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  present  to 
each  visitor  an  outline  of  its  history. 
Following  discussions  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  Science  and 
the  University  Grants  Committee  it 
has  been  agreed  that  for  the  College 
to  join  the  University  of  London  would 
be  the  best  way  of  implementing  the 
recommendation  of  the  Robbins  re- 
port on  higher  education  that  all  Col- 
leges of  Advanced  Technology  should 
be  granted  university  status.  Title  of 
the  College  is  unchanged,  and  the 
school  of  pharmacy  is  continuing  to 
function  as  a  department  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

Academic  Plan 

The  College  has  been  preparing  an 
academic  plan  for  science  and  tech- 
nology which  would  develop  naturally 
from  its  own  specialisations.  The  plan 
has  the  approval  of  the  University 
Grants  Committee  and  changes  in 
University  of  London  regulations 
should  allow  the  College  freedom  to 
implement  the  plan.  In  formulating  the 
plan,  the  College  has  aimed  at 
satisfying  some  of  the  growing  needs 
for  new  types  of  graduates  in  industry 
and  public  service.  At  the  same  time 
the  courses  have  been  designed  to 
avoid  too  early  specialisation  and  to 
provide  students  with  a  wide  choice 
of  studies,  together  with  freedom  to 
defer  the  decision  on  their  final 
courses  until  the  end  of  the  first  uni- 
versity year.  Combinations  of  subjects 
may  be  pursued  leading  to  honours 
degrees  and  studies  bridging  the  bio- 
logical and  physical  sciences,  such  as 
bio-engineering  or  biological  elec- 
tronics, are  being  considered.  A  science 
teaching  centre  is  being  introduced  to 
provide  in-service  training  of  teachers 
to    cope    with    developments  arising 


intolerable,  is  giving  way  to  one  in 
which  foot  care  is  becoming  a  daih 
habit.

One  success  of  the  exercise  sandals 
already  mentioned  has  been  to  increase 
the  demand  for  the  more  commonplace 
items.

One  chemist  has 
bought  them  at  net  cost  price  for  two 
assistants  and  both  wear  them  in  the 
pharmacy. 

With  foot  aids  accepted  as  a  health 
and  beauty  necessity,  and  foot  trouble* 
no  longer  socially  "  taboo."  advertising 
promotion  on  an  even  wider  scale  may 
be  envisaged. 


from  the  work  of  the  Nuffield  Science 
Teaching  Project. 

As  head  of  the  department  Professor 
A.  H.  Beckett  reported  on  the  year's 
work.  He  said  that  the  course  in 
pharmaceutical  technology  had  already 
been  established  and  the  other  post- 
graduate courses  planned  were  also 
expected  to  proceed.  The  school  was 
interested  in  pursuing  a  course  of  value 
to  hospital  pharmacists  and  discussions 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  in 
progress  about  it.  The  school's  intake 
of  students  for  pharmacy  degrees  was 
now  seventy-two,  and  there  were  forty- 
seven  full-time  and  eighteen  part-time 
Ph.D.  students.  In  1965  fifty-four  passes 
had  been  recorded  in  part  1  of  the 
third  year  examinations;  in  part  2  one 
student  had  gained  first-class  honours, 
a  total  of  thirty-five  either  upper  or 
lower  second-class  honours,  and  nine 
others  had  passed.  One  M.Pharm.,  one 
M.Sc.  and  seven  Ph.D.  degrees  had 
been  gained  by  Chelsea  students. 
Industry  Interested 

Research  papers  from  the  college 
during  the  year  numbered  thirty-eight. 
College  research  activities  were  not 
solely  academic  —  "  industry  is  inter- 
ested in  them."  Prizes  were  presented 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  presi- 
dent (Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield),  who 
said  that  all  graduates  must  be  en- 
couraged to  join  the  Society,  which 
was  not  "  just  a  registering  body  "  but 
something  that  bound  all  pharmacists 
in  a  common  interest.  Third  year  prizes 
were  awarded  as  follows: — Boots' 
(best  over-all).  Miss  C.  Keller:  Timothy 
Whites  &  Taylors  (pharmaceutics),  N.  G. 
Evans:  Beechams  (pharmaceutical 
chemistry).  R.  S.  Boorman:  CIBA 
(pharmacognosy).  D.  Freedman.  Prizes 
were  also  awarded  to  five  first-year 
and  five  second-year  winners.  Aspects 
of  the  work  of  the  school  of  pharm- 
acy were  on  display  during  the  even- 
ing, as  was  the  analogue  computer  for 
health  expenditure  (ACHE)  designed 
by  Dr.  Jolliffe  (senior  lecturer  in  phar- 
maceutical chemistry).

Importance  of  Council's  Resolution 

MERSEYSIDE  PREPARES  FOR  REPRESENTATIVES  MEETING 


General  agreement  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  Council's  resolution 
should  be  considered  as  a  high  priority 
at  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting 
was  expressed  at  a  joint  meeting  of 
Liverpool,  Birkenhead  and  Wallasey 
Branches  of  the  Society  recently.  Mrs. 
E.  J.  M.  Leigh  (a  member  of  Council) 
explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  reso- 
lution was  to  secure  an  adequate  phar- 
maceutical service  throughout  the 
country.  Mr.  R.  Clitherow,  however, 
thought  that  that  was  already  covered 
by  the  National  Health  Service.  Owing 
to  the  strong  representation  of  Welsh 
pharmacists  in  the  Merseyside 
boroughs,  the  motion  by  Swansea  and 
the  West  Glamorgan  branch,  asking  the 
Society  to  establish  a  Welsh  office,  was 
treated  rather  light  heartedly.  Would 
the  business  proceedings  of  such  an 
office,    it  was  asked,   be   in  Welsh? 

Advertising 

Sunderland's  motion  to  stop  "  auth- 
orised sellers  of  poisons "  from 
all  external  advertising  to  the  general 
public,  came  under  fire.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  wording  "  pharmaceutical 
chemists  would  be  preferable  to 
"  authorised  sellers  of  poisons."  Mr. 
W.  D.  Massey  pointed  out  that  the 
resolution  as  it  stood  placed  sellers  of 
poisons  who  sold  photographic  mater- 
ials, cosmetics  and  other  non-pharma- 
ceutical goods  at  a  serious  disadvan- 


tage. Another  member  thought  adver- 
tising essential:  the  vital  question  was 
its  standard  and  type.  "  Small  "  phar- 
macists did  very  little  advertising;  most 
of  it  was  done  by  "  the  big  boys,"  he 
said.  Only  two  members  were  in  favour 
of  the  motion.  Delegates  were  given 
discretion  on  how  to  vote  on  the  pro- 
posal of  Aberdeen  and  North  Eastern 
Scottish  branch  to  bring  about  the 
standardisation  of  tablet  packs.  It  was 
felt  the  resolution  lacked  the  definition 
that  would  enable  prescribes  to  stan- 
dardise   on   minimum  broken  packs. 

The  possible  changing  of  the  title  of 
inspector  to  that  of  regional  pharma- 
ceutical officer  (a  Birmingham  motion), 
drew  the  comment  that  the  Society  had 
to  appoint  inspectors  and  adoption  of 
the  resolution  would  involve  changes 
in  legislation.  Mr.  W.  D.  Massey  re- 
marked that  the  Bournemouth  motion 
asking  the  Council  to  resist  any  move 
towards  a  dual  standard  of  qualifica- 
tion, one  for  retail  and  another  for 
industry,  teaching  and  research,  seemed 
to  imply  a  lower  standard  for  retail 
only.  The-  retail-trained  pharmacist 
was  not  precluded  from  going  into  in- 
dustry. Did  the  resolution  really  mean 
what  it  said,  he  asked.  Considering  the 
Rhyl  proposal  that  the  one  shilling  in- 
crease in  the  branch  capitation  fee 
should  be  more.  It  was  felt  it  was  too 
soon  to  say  whether  the  amount  of  the 
increase  was  sufficient  or  not.  The 


decision  of  the  meeting  was: — Wai 
and  see.  It  was  remarked  that  ii 
Liverpool  the  position  might  be  diffi 
cult  but  for  the  financial  support  fron 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association 
The  North  Staffordshire  resolution  ask 
ing  the  Society  to  consider  a  schem 
for  issuing  and  keeping  up-to-date  in 
formation  dealing  specifically  with  th 
volume  of  ethical  preparations  and  th 
complexity  of  incompatibilities  am 
side  reactions,  received  support.  Oi 
the  question  of  whether  the  Counci 
should  consider  granting  a  locum  fe 
to  members  attending  a  branch  repre 
sentatives'  meeting  (Aberdeen  motion 
Mrs.  E.  J.  M.  Leigh  said  the  financia 
implications  would  determine  tha 
question.  Some  members  had  said  the 
would  vote  against  adding  to  Confer 
ence  costs.  The  suggestion  was  mad 
that  the  resolution  might  be  acceptabl 
if  it  were  amended  to  include  th 
words  "  where  necessary."  Doubt 
were  expressed  on  whether  it  would  b 
possible  for  branches  to  assume  vt 
sponsibility  for  professional  condu( 
in  their  membership  and  for  relation 
in  their  area  between  pharmacy  an 
the  public  (Bedfordshire  resolution 
The  meeting  dissented  from  the  fin 
part  of  the  resolution  but  agreed  wit 
the  latter  part.  There  was  genera 
agreement  that  it  would  be  a  goo 
thing  for  each  branch  to  have  a  publi 
relations  officer  or  a  Press  officer. 
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Whose  Right? 

The  changes  proposed  in  the  third  and  final  report  of 
discussions  on  the  family  doctor  service  (see  p.  470) 
will,  if  implemented,  have  a  significant  effect  in  many 
areas  where  at  present  the  general  practitioner  under- 
takes dispensing  that  ought  properly  to  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  his  pharmaceutical  colleagues  in  the  National 
Health  Service. 

That  changes  in  this  sphere  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service  are  long  overdue,  no~  one  will  dispute.  First 
introduced  in  1911,  the  "mile  limit"  of  Regulation  29 
of  the  National  Health  Service  (General  Medical  and 
Pharmaceutical  Services)  Regulations  can,  when  viewed 
in  the  light  of  modern  transport  facilities,  only  be  re- 
garded as  an  anachronism.  The  anomaly  of  the  patient 
who  passes  his  pharmacy  en  route  to  collect  his  medi- 
cine from  the  nearby  doctor's  surgery  is  also  a  familiar 
one  to  many  rural  area  pharmacists. 

It  is  now  proposed  that  Regulation  29  should  be 
amended  to  remove  a  "  mile  limit "  qualification  and 
that  the  sole  criterion  in  future  in  deciding  who  shall 
dispense  for  patients  will  be  whether  the  patients  would 
have  serious  difficulty  in  obtaining  their  medicines  and 
appliances  from  a  chemist  because  of  distance  or  in- 
adequacy of  transport  connections.  It  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Executive  Council  to  decide  in 
the  light  of  local  circumstances  whether  or  not  it  will 
be  necessary  for  doctors  to  dispense  in  any  given  area. 
The  report  promises  that  general  guidance  issued  to 
Executive  Councils  will  be  drawn  up  in  consultation 
with  the  professions  on  factors  to  be  considered. 

The  nature  of  that  guidance  will  be  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  pharmacists  and  when  the  promised 
consultation  takes  place  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee  will  need  to  ensure  that  it  is  recog- 
nised and  made  clear  in  the  guidance  that  ideally,  be- 
cause of  the  training  he  receives,  all  dispensing  should 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  pharmacist;  that  it  is  in  the 
interests  of  the  patient  that  he  should  obtain  his  medi- 
cines from  a  pharmacy  ;  and  that  only  in  very  excep- 
tional circumstances  should  it  be  necessary  for  a  patient 
to  obtain  medicines  from  his  doctor. 

The  report  also  envisages  that  in  implementing  the 
proposed  provisions  the  Executive  Council  will  be 
guided  by  its  Dispensing  Committee  (it  is  intended  to 
amend  the  Regulations  to  prescribe  the  membership  of 
that  committee  as  three  general  practitioners  and  three 
pharmacists  with  a  lay  chairman). 


There  is  in  our  minds  no  doubt  that  the  crucial  time 
for  the  pharmacies  concerned  will  be  immediately  after 
the  Regulations  are  amended.  The  new  criterion,  ac- 
cordingly interpreted,  could  result  in  the  transfer  of  a 
considerable  number  of  patients  from  doctors'  dispens- 
ing lists  to  their  prescribing  lists.  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees and  the  pharmacist  members  of  Dispensing 
Committees  will  need  to  be  fully  alive  to  their  responsi- 
bilities and  to  see  that  the  interests  of  their  fellow 
pharmacists  are  fully  safeguarded  during  the  change- 
over from  the  old  procedure  to  the  new. 

The  feature  in  the  new  proposals  which  we  consider  to 
be  unjustified  is  the  protection  to  be  given  to  a  dispens- 
ing doctor.  In  the  new  arrangements  it  is  proposed  that 
for  so  long  as  he  remains  in  the  same  practice,  he  will 
have  the  right  to  dispense  for  his  patients.  The  only 
exception  to  that  protection  of  rights  would  be  in  the 
event  of  a  major  change  of  circumstances  such  as  the 
transfer  of  a  rural  area  into  a  mainly  suburban  one 
by  the  building  of  a  new  town  or  by  large-scale  housing 
development. 

With  the  abolition  of  the  "  mile  limit  "  such  protec- 
tion will  make  the  opening  of  a  pharmacy  in  areas 
where  the  doctor  is  already  dispensing  virtually  im- 
possible and  could  result  in  the  public  being  deprived 
of  a  pharmaceutical  service  they  might  otherwise  have 
had. 

The  period  of  one  year's  notice  to  be  given  to  doctors 
who,  under  the  new  arrangements  will  no  longer  re- 
quire to  dispense,  is  also  in  our  view,  excessive.  Six 
months  is  not  an  unreasonable  period  to  allow  stocks 
on  hand  to  be  cleared  and  we  would  have  thought  six 
months'  notice  sufficient. 

If  the  intentions  behind  the  proposals  are  imple- 
mented by  Executive  Councils  so  soon  as  possible  after 
the  new  Regulations  come  into  effect  the  resulting 
changes  should  be  of  benefit  to  the  pharmacist  in  rural 
areas.  While  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the 
changes  are  to  the  advantage  of  patient,  pharmacist 
members  of  the  Executive  Council  and  its  subcom- 
mittees must  ensure  that  pharmaceutical  interests  are 
safeguarded  during  the  discussions  which  take  place 
and  in  the  decisions  that  are  reached. 

In  that  respect  the  importance  in  the  new  proposals 
of  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Minister  against  the  deci- 
sion of  an  Executive  Council  on  the  necessity  of  dis- 
pensing by  doctors  in  any  particular  case,  or  against 
a  decision  of  an  Executive  Council  not  to  re-open  a 
particular  case,  will  need  to  be  continually  borne  in 
mind. 

Overseas  Trade  in  March 

Valued  at  £6-2  millions,  the  United  Kingdom's  exports  of 
medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  products  during  March 
were  at  their  highest  level  ever  recorded.  March  was, 
in  fact,  the  first  month  in  which  their  value  had  topped 
the  £6-million  mark,  though  in  April  1965  the  total  for 
division  54  of  the  Overseas  Trade  Accounts  (which  in- 
cludes surgical  dressings  also)  just  reached  that  figure. 
If  the  value  of  medicated  and  non-medicated  dressings 
are  added  to  the  March  figure,  the  export  comparable 
figure  becomes  £6  84  millions. 

Largest  single  market  for  the  goods  listed  within  the 
division  was  the  Irish  Republic,  which  took  £376,000 
worth,  but  France  was  close  behind  with  £373,000. 
Australia,  at  £345,000.  dropped  from  her  usual  first

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

UNSEEMLY  SCRAMBLES  FOR  POWER" 

New  Committee  for  Education  and  Science 


HINTS  of  past  unseemly  scrambles  for  power 
emerged  from  the  semi-public  discussion  on  the 
method  of  electing  chairmen  of  its  standing  com- 
mittees at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  on  May  4.  The  present  practice  of 
appointing  a  committee  chairman  without  reference  to  the 
committee  was  challenged  by  Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott.  "  I  do 
not  mind  being  told  on  what  committee  I  am  to  serve," 
he  said,  "  but  I  wish  to  have  a  say  in  who  shall  be  the 
chairman."  Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr  sympathised  with  Mr.  Sparshott. 
but  thought  that  he  should  suggest  some  alternative  method. 
Mr.  Kerr  added  that  the  present  method  had  been  adopted 
to  stop  "  the  most  unseemly  scramble  in  committees." 
Mr.  K.  Holland  was  sorry  that  Mr.  Kerr  had  referred 
to  an  unseemly  scramble.  Behaving  well  or  badly  was  pos- 
sible under  any  sort  of  arrangement.  Mr.  Holland  con- 
tinued, "  I  am  sure  that  all  the  gentlemen  on  this  Council — , 
I  will  not  even  mention  the  ladies  because  I  know  that  they 
are  above  reproach — would  vote  for  their  committee  chair- 
man with  proper  decorum  and  regard  for  the  democratic 
procedure.  I  have  the  greatest  respect  for  the  officers  of 
the  Society  and  I  am  sure  that  in  their  thoughts  about  who 
should  be  chairman  of  this  committee,  and  that,  they  want 
nothing  but  the  best.  But  I  think  it  better  that  the  same 
result  be  arrived  at  by  the  considered  opinion  of  the  com- 
plete committee,  and  I  have  confidence  that  the  members 
would  conduct  themselves  with  propriety."  Mr.  C.  W. 
Maplethorpe.  who  described  himself  as  "  the  oldest  in- 
habitant." opposed  the  suggestion  for  a  change  of  proce- 
dure but  preferred  to  make  his  remarks  under  the  protec- 
tion of  the  "  flag  "  which  is  raised  to  denote  that  the  Coun- 
cil is  "  in  committee."  Dr.  S.  R.  F.  Whittaker  thought 
that  the  procedure  of  some  hospital  boards  might  be  adop- 
ted, namely,  for  the  chairman  of  the  board  (in  the  Society's 
case,  the  President)  to  attend  the  first  meeting  of  each 
committee  and  put  forward  a  proposal  which  it  would 
then  be  open  to  members  to  accept  or  reject.  That  proce- 
dure was  accepted  by  Mr.  Sparshott  and  the  Council  agreed 
that  it  should  be  put  into  operation. 

Selective  Employment  Tax 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  and  General 
Purposes  Committee  were  presented  by  Mr.  H.  Steinman. 
who  said  he  was  advised  that  the  new  selective  employ- 
ment tax  would  cost  the  Society  about  £2.750  this  year 
and  about  £8.500  in  a  full  year.  Following  a  question  by 


Mr.  J.  E.  Balmford  it  was  agreed  to  look  into  the  possible 
exemption  from  the  tax  of  pharmacists  employed  in  general 
practice  in  respect  of  their  duties  under  the  National  Health 
Service  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  7,  p.  443). 

Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  as  chairman  of  the  Organisation 
Committee  reported  that  the  alteration  of  the  Bye-laws, 
Section  XII,  providing  for  the  counting  of  votes  in  the 
annual  election  of  the  Council  and  the  honorary  auditors 
to  be  done  by  the  Society's  accountants  had  been  con- 
firmed and  approved  by  the  Privy  Council  with  effect  from 
June  1,  1966. 

The  Education  Committee  reported  through  its  chairman 
(Mr.  Maplethorpe)  that  eleven  persons  had  been  regis- 
tered as  student  during  April  1966  compared  with  eleven 
in  March  1965,  making  a  total  of  seventy-six  registrations 
this  year  compared  with  seventy-seven  registrations  for  the 
same  period  last  year. 

Committee  Reconstituted 

Mr.  Maplethorpe  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
Education  Committee,  as  at  present  constituted,  would 
not  be  meeting  again.  As  from  June  1,  1966,  the  new 
Committee  for  Education  and  Science  would  advise  the 
Council  on  matters  of  educational  policy.  He  expressed  the 
thanks  of  the  Council  to  the  academic  members  of  the 
Committee  for  the  valuable  assistance  which  they  had  given 
both  to  the  Society  and  the  Council  during  their  period 
of  service  on  the  Education  Committee. 

The  number  of  degree  courses  in  schools  of  pharmacy 
had  changed  the  emphasis  of  the  educational  work  of 
the  Society  from  that  of  an  examining  body  to  one  of 
approval  of  institutions  and  courses  and  the  registration 
of  graduates  as  pharmacists.  At  the  same  time  the  increase 
in  the  scientific  work  of  the  Society — including  the  promo- 
tion of  post-graduate  education — indicated  that  a  revision 
of  the  Society's  Education  Committee  structure  was  neces- 
sary. The  new  Committee  for  Education  and.  Science  is  to 
be  composed  a9  follows: — six  members  of  Council;  six 
teachers  interested  in  pharmacy:  four  other  scientists  and 
industrialists  and  four  other  co-opted  members.  The  func- 
tions of  the  examination  department  together  with  registra- 
tion and  arrangements  for  practical  training  are  to  be  the 
responsibility  of  a  Registration  Committee. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  presented  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Practice  Committee,  together  with  those  of  the 
subcommittees  of  hospital  practice  and  agricultural  and 
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veterinary  practice.  Reference  was  made  to  revised  arrange- 
ments for  the  dispensing  of  medicines  by  doctors  in  rural 
areas.  A  draft  of  the  proposals  which  formed  part  of  the 
third  report  of  negotiations  on  the  family  doctor  service 
was  before  the  Committee  (see  p.  470).  The  Committee 
agreed  that  the  matter  was  of  primary  importance  to  mem- 
bers and  asked  that  an  explanatory  statement  be  published 
(see  p.  470). 

The  Practice  Committee  also  agreed  that  a  memorandum 
should  be  published  describing  the  detailed  arrangements 
made  with  Independent  Medical  Services,  Ltd.  (see  p.  467). 

It  was  reported  that  representations  had  been  made  to 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
about  the  disclosure  in  publicity  material  of  the  retail 
prices  of  proprietaries  which  were  only  available  on  pre- 
scription. A  reply  had  been  received,  but  the  Committee 
asked  that  further  discussions  should  take  place  to  ensure 
that  the  retail  prices  of  such  preparations  were  not  ad- 
vertised. 

Courses  for.  Hospital  Pharmacists 

The  hospital  practice  subcommittee  had  received  reports 
from  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  and  from  schools 
of  pharmacy  on  the  types  of  post-graduate  courses  planned 
for  next  session.  It  was  decided  that  outline  syllabuses  for 
courses  of  specific  interest  to  hospital  pharmacists  should 
be  compiled.  From  discussions  with  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  it  was  evident  that  the  Ministry  would  encourage 
hospital  pharmacists  to  undergo  post-graduate  training. 

The  membership  of  the  agricultural  and  veterinary  prac- 
tice group  was  reported  as  totalling  about  200.  It  was  de- 
cided to  hold  meetings  of  the  group  on  July  20,  at  Ports- 
mouth, October  19  at  Huntingdon  and  on  January  18.  1967, 
at  Edinburgh.  It  was  recommended  that  the  director  of  the 
Department  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  should  be  asked  to 
examine  the  possible  compilation  of  a  booklet  describing 
hose  plants  that  were  dangerous  to  animals,  with  notes 
n  the  treatment  advised  when  animals  had  consumed 
hem.  The  minutes  were  received  and  the  recommendations 
dopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Law  Committee  were 
resented  by  its  chairman  (Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr).  During  March 
he  premises  of  936  authorised  sellers  and  607  traders 
ad  been  inspected.  Six  cases  of  alleged  infringements  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  had  been  considered.  It  was  recom- 
ended  that  proceedings  be  instituted  against  three  author- 
sed  sellers  and  one  trader;  that  the  consent  of  the  Attorney 
eneral  be  sought  for  authority  to  prosecute  in  the  case 
f  one  trader,  and  that  a  warning  letter  be  sent  to  another 
rader.  During  the  month  warning  letters  were  sent  to  five 
raders  in  respect  of  the  sales  of  preparations  containing 
art  I  poisons. 

The  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Codex  Revision  Com- 
ittee.  held  on  March  15,  with  Mr.  H.  G.  Rolfe  in  the 
hair,  were  presented  by  Mr.  K.  Holland.  The  following 
ints  of  general  interest  were  reported : 
Arising  out  of  an  earlier  decision  to  delete  Latin  titles, 
onsideration  was  given  to  the  difficulties  that  would  be 
aused  in  making  declarations  of  composition  under  the 
harmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  It  was  tentatively 
agreed  to  reverse  the  earlier  decision  and  retain  those  titles 
is  at  present  for  a  further  edition  pending  the  introduction 
A  comprehensive  medicines  legislation,  which  might  con- 
ain  different  requirements  for  declarations  of  the  com- 
position of  medicines. 

Concerning  Lead  and  Arsenic  Tests,  the  following  prin- 
riples  for  guidance  in  preparing  monographs  were  accepted 
srovisionally : 

(1)  limit  tests  for  lead  should  be  provided  for  drugs  that 
might  be  given  in  large  doses  over  a  long  period. 

(2)  materials  used  in  foods  as  well  as  in  pharmacy  and 
in  medicine  should  in  general  comply  with  limits 
for  lead  and  arsenic  in  line  with  those  specified  in 
the  food  regulations. 


(3)  there  will  be  a  few  instances  where,  owing  to  the 
nature  of  the  raw  materials  and  method  of  prepara- 
tion, heavy  contamination  with  arsenic  and  lead  is 
liable  to  occur,  and  appropriate  limits  will  be  set  in 
these  cases. 

It  is  proposed  that  in  the  next  Codex  a  warning  should 
be  inserted  to  the  effect  that  any  basis  used  to  dilute  creams 
containing  corticosteroids  should  contain  an  effective  bac- 
teriostatic agent  to  prevent  the  growth  of  Pseudomonas. 
An  attempt  was  being  made  to  provide  information  on  the 
composition  of  bases  suitable  for  preparing  weaker  creams 
from  available  preparations. 

Proposals  were  formulated  for  sizes  and  types  of  collaps- 
ible tubes  for  eye  ointments,  and  recommendations  for- 
warded to  the  Committee  of  the  British  Standards  Institute. 

It  was  proposed  that  the  next  Codex  should  contain  a 
general  monograph  on  solutions  (including  directions  for 
sterilisation)  required  for  bladder  irrigation,  etc. 

The  minutes  were  received  and  the  recommendations 
adopted. 

The  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Films  Committee  in- 
cluded the  proposal  that  the  name  of  the  Committee  be 
changed  to  "  The  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee  "  in  order 
more  accurately  to  describe  the  work  of  the  Committee. 
It  was  also  recommended  that  arrangements  be  made  to 
hold  a  symposium  on  "  Audio-visual  aids  in  pharmaceutical 
education"  possibly  in  the  Spring  of  1967.  The  minutes 
were  received  and  the  recommendations  adopted.

*    A  BURGLAR'S  NIGHTMARE  ★ 

TWO  new  aids  to  security  that  should  prove  to  be  a  night- 
mare to  the  burglar  and  smash-and-grab  raider  were  dem- 
onstrated recently  in  the  showrooms  of  the  Pollard  Group 
of  Companies.  It  is  hard  to  conceive  that  the  window  of  a 
shop  could  be  more  difficult  to  penetrate  than  a  brick  wall, 
yet  that  proved  to  be  the  case  in  the  demonstration.  The 
laminated  glass  frame  made  by  Leavlite,  Ltd.,  Bromley 
Hayes,  Lichfield.  Staffs,  received  "treatment"  at  the  hands 
of  a  particularly  brawny  man  that  would  have  left  the 
majority  of  us  completely  exhausted  and  at  the  end  there 
was  not  even  a  hole  l"rge  enough  to  put  one's  hand 
through.  Two  bricks  heaved  at  the  glass  left  only  a  few 
radial  splinters.  Then  came  about  20  blows  from  each  of 
the  following:  a  coal  hammer,  a  heavy  spiked  iron  crow- 
bar, fireman's  axe.  pick-axe  and  finally  sledge  hammer. 
The  other  device  shown  was  an  American  radar  sentry 
alarm  which  works  on  the  principle  of  ultra-high  fre- 
quency microwaves.  When  set  any  human  movement 
causes  the  radio  signal  to  change  frequency  and  triggers  off 
a  police-type  siren  that  can  be  he£.rd  up  to  half  a  mile 
away.  Cost  of  the  appliance?  £250  approximately.

An  Introduction  to  Acute  Inflammation 

Geigy  (U.K.),  Ltd.,  Pharmaceuticals  division,  Wythen- 
shawe,  Manchester.  23.  16  mm.  Colour.  Sound.  Running 
time  12+  minutes. 

In  the  Documenta  Geigy  series,  this  film  is  based  on  an 
original  made  by  three  medical  students  at  Westminster 
Hospital.  London,  in  1943,  which  has  been  a  "standard" 
on  the  subject.  The  new  production  has  been  under  the 
medical  direction  of  those  who  made  the  first,  and  many 
of  the  "  amateur  "  techniques  have  been  retained.  There  is. 
of  course,  considerable  advance  in  quality  and  a  sound  com- 
mentary replaces  the  earlier  film's  written  captions.  The 
film  offers  a  lucid  introduction  to  inflammation,  showing 
both  by  diagram  and  excellent  cinemicrography  its  function 
and  process.  Particularly  notable  is  film  of  the  activity  of 
white  cells.

GUILD  OF  PUBLIC  PHARMACISTS 

Council  and  annual  meetings 


THE  council  of  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists  met  at  Leeds  on  April  14 
and  15.  It  heard  and  discussed  a  full 
report  of  a  meeting  held  on  March  4 
between  Guild  officers  and  officials  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  to  consider 
Guild  criticisms  of  the  report  on  the 
standardisation  of  hospital  medical 
records.  The  discussions  were  aimed 
at  making  constructive  proposals  to 
overcome  the  difficulties  and  dangers 
that  would  arise  from  the  method  of 
documentation  of  drug  treatment  re- 
commended in  that  report.  Following 
the  meeting  with  Ministry  officials, 
when  the  problems  connected  with  the 
formation  and  functioning  of  regional 
pharmaceutical  advisory  committees 
had  been  raised,  the  secretary  had 
received  information  on  the  present 
constitution  and  activities  of  those 
committees  and  had  supplied  it  to  the 
Ministry.  The  council  proceeded  to 
consider  a  draft  model  constitution  for 
a  regional  pharmaceutical  advisory 
committee.  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (secre- 
tary and  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society)  was  reported  to  have  ac- 
cepted an  invitation  to  attend  meetings 
of  the  Guild's  salaries  committee.  The 
salaries  secretary  reported  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council,  com- 
mittee C,  would  be  meeting  on  April 
27  and  probably  discussing  the  "  guid- 
ing light "  and  London  weighting 
claim  recently  submitted.  Lecture  fees 
might  also  be  discussed.  The  registrar 
reported  a  continued  increase  in  mem- 
bership, and  noted  that  the  number 
of  category-V  chief  pharmacists  who 
were  members  of  the  Guild  had  in- 
creased substantially,  mainly  owing  to 
the  upgrading  of  posts  under  the  new 
points  agreement.  The  convener  of  the 
working  party  on  the  future  functions 
of  hospital  pharmacists  reported  on 
its  first  meeting  (a  general  discussion 
on  the  place  of  the  hospital  pharmacist 
in  the  therapeutic  team). 

Satisfactory  Finances 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  Guild 
on  April  16  the  treasurer  reported 
satisfactory  finances,  though  there 
had  again  been  a  deficit  in  the 
Journal  of  Hospital  Pharmacy  account. 
The  registrar  reported  an  increase  in 
membership  to  1,183,  and  the  general 
secretary  outlined  arrangements  for 
renting  an  office  at  Premier  House,  150 
Southampton  Row,  W.C.I.  The  ser- 
vices provided  included  keeping  re- 
cords of  membership,  maintaining 
Addressograph  plates,  duplication  of 
agendas,  minutes,  reports  and  other 
material,  circulating  to  members,  pro- 
viding addressed  envelopes,  answering 
the  telephone,  redirecting  calls  to 
Guild  officers,  and  forwarding  mail. 
The  question  of  forming  the  Guild 
into  a  corporate  body  had  been  con- 
sidered and  legal  advice  sought,  but 
after  full  consideration  it  had  been 
decided  not  to  seek  registration  as  a 
corporate  body.  It  had  been  found 
desirable,  however,  to  make  substantial 
alterations  to  the  Guild's  rules  and 
constitution.  The  proposed  amend- 
ments set  out  in  the  agenda,  were 
approved  by  the  meeting.  The  changes 


include  broadening  the  scope  of  activi- 
ties of  the  Guild,  giving  the  council 
the  right  to  alter  the  annual  subscrip- 
tion, empowering  the  council  to  in- 
demnify any  member  of  council 
against  claims  for  damages  when  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  Guild,  and  to  employ 
salaried  staff,  altering  the  basis  for 
appointing  trustees,  empowering  the 
council  to  engage  in  legal  proceedings 
and  making  provision  for  winding  up 
the  Guild  if  at  any  time  that  course 
should  be  decided  upon. 

Reports  were  given  on  discussion  be- 
tween representatives  of  the  Guild  and 


the  Ministry  of  Health  and  betweer 
the  Guild  and  the  Practice  Committer 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Up-to- 
date  information  on  Whitley  Counci 
matters  was  given  and  it  was  notec 
that  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
staff  side.  Pharmaceutical  Whitle} 
Council,  were  now  Messrs.  S.  Powlson 
and  W.  Mott  respectively.  In  the  elec- 
tion of  members  of  council  Mr.  A, 
Williams  was  elected  and  Mr.  H.  W.  T. 
Layer  failed  to  obtain  re-election.  Mr. 
J.  E.  H.  Baker  became  district  member 
for  the  Midlands  district.  Mr.  J.  D. 
Cronin  (former  district  manager)  hav- 
ing been  co-opted  at  the  council  meet- 
ing preceding,  was  now  an  ordinary 
member  of  council,  taking  Mr. 
Blacow's  place. 


TOXICITY  OF  COLOURING  MATERIALS 

Problems  in  food  and  cosmetics 


VISITORS  from  the  United  States,  Ger- 
many, Holland  and  Norway  recently 
saw  students  at  the  modern  school  of 
pharmacy,  Brighton  College  of  Tech- 
nology tackling  a  dispensing  paper. 
The  visitors  were  among  a  group  seeing 
a  display  of  apparatus  and  equipment 
arranged  for  members  of  the  Society 
of  Cosmetic  Chemists  of  Great  Britain 
attending  a  symposium  on  colour  at 
Eastbourne.  Among  the  twelve  papers 
presented  at  the  symposium  was  one  by 
Dr.  L.  Golberg  (director,  The  British 
Industrial  Biological  Research  Associa- 
tion) on  the  toxicology  of  artificial 
colouring  materials.  He  said  that 
specifications  available  for  many  syn- 
thetic colourings,  particularly  those 
used  in  food,  usually  fell  far  short  of 
what  was  desirable  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  toxicologist.  "Not  for  him  the 
pathetic  charade  of  limits  for  lead, 
arsenic  or  copper,  archaic  devices  in- 
tended to  ensure  good  manufacturing 
practice,  and  now  quite  wrongly  inter- 
preted as  safeguards  against  toxic 
hazard."  Toxicological  evaluations 
could  not  be  carried  out  "  blind." 
We  needed  to  know  all  we  could 
about  the  chemical  composition  of 
the  material  under  investigation.  Dr. 
Golberg  also  stressed  the  need  to  char- 
acterise fully  any  colouring  undergoing 
safety  evaluation.  He  then  dealt  with 
the  metabolic  changes  undergone  by 
colourings  in  the  intestine,  liver  and 
blood  of  experimental  animals.  Present- 
day  methods  of  assessing  toxicity  to 
the  liver,  by  means  of  tests  of  liver 
function  and  observation  of  histo- 
pathological  changes,  left  something  to 
be  desired,  especially  in  detecting  low- 
grade  chronic  irreversible  damage. 

A  substantial  proportion  of  synthetic 
colouring  materials  extensively  tested 
for  carcinogenic  potential  by  repeated 
injection  under  the  skin  of  rats  pro- 
duced malignant  tumours,  usually  fibro- 
sarcomas, at  the  site  of  injection. 

An  Indirect  Result  of  the  Test 

When  the  host  of  complicating  fac- 
tors was  taken  into  account  it  became 
clear  that  the  production  of  local  sar- 
comas by  injected  colourings  was  the 
indirect  result  of  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  the  test  procedure.  Thus 
the  resulting  sarcoma  provided  no 
evidence,  for  or  against  carcinogenicity 
of  the  test  material. 


Professor  C.  D.  Calnan  (Institute  of 
Dermatology,  London)  presented  a 
paper  on  the  reactions  to  artificial 
colouring  materials.  He  said  artificial 
colouring  agents  were  probably  the 
most  frequent  single  cause  of  allergic 
reactions  to  cosmetics.  The  greater  num- 
ber were  attributable  to  halogenated 
fluoresceins.  The  responsible  agent  ap- 
peared to  be  an  impurity,  although  it 
could  well  be  chemically  related  to  the 
parent  substance.  Apart  from  eosins, 
several  colouring  materials,  including 
rhodomine,  lakes  and  azo  dyes,  had 
produced  allergic  dermatitis.  A  trouble- 
some yellow-orange  discoloration  of 
the  nail  plate  had  been  noted  since  the 
introduction  of  yellow  dyes  and  lakes 
into  nail  lacquers. 

FIVE-DAY  WEEK 
Effect  on  contractors'  hours 

THE  growing  demand  for  a  five-day 
week  and  its  effect  on  the  National 
Health  Service  hours-of-service  schemes 
have  been  considered  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  The  view  of  the  Minister 
(Mr.  K.  Robinson)  is  that  it  would 
not  be  right  to  deal  with  the  matter 
on  a  national  basis  or  to  approve, 
for  any  Executive  Council  area,  a 
general  alteration  in  the  minimum 
hours  of  business  specified  in  the 
scheme.  He  has  asked  Executive  Coun- 
cils to  deal  on  a  local  basis  with  pro- 
posals made  by  individual  chemists 
or  by  Local  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tees. 

Medical  Committees  to  be  Consulted 

The  Minister  points  out  that  an  Ex- 
ecutive Council  must  consult  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  before 
seeking  the  Minister's  approval  to 
amendments  in  the  scheme,  but  he 
considers  Local  Medical  Committees 
should  also  be  considered  when  five- 
day  weeks  are  proposed.  He  adds  that 
Executive  Councils,  when  considering 
each  proposal  for  a  five-day  week,  will 
have  to  consider  to  what  extent  phar- 
maceutical services  need  to  be  main- 
tained on  the  morning  or  afternoon 
of  a  day  on  which  the  chemists  con- 
cerned have  always  been  open.  That 
would  particularly  apply  where  all  the 
chemists  concerned  wished  to  close  on 
the  same  morning  or  afternoon.  Where 
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lifferent  mornings  or  afternoons  were 
hosen  by  different  chemists  an  ade- 
[uate  pharmaceutical  service  might 
:ontinue  automatically.  "  Councils  may 
eel  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  ensure 
hat,  in  the  districts  concerned,  there 
ire,  on  the  mornings  and  afternoons 
n  question,  a  minimum  number  of 
hemists  providing  services,  and  the 
chievement  of  this  will  be  a  matter 


for  discussion  with  the  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.  It  may  in  some 
cases  be  necessary  to  establish  a  rota 
under  which  the  chemists  concerned 
will,  in  turn,  ensure  services  during  the 
normal  hours  of  business.  Such  a  rota 
would  not  be  one  for  which  a  rota 
payment  could  be  made,  as  it  would 
be  operating  within  the  normal  mini- 
mum hours  of  business.  This  will  be 


made  clear  by  an  amendment  to  Part 
IX  of  the  Drug  Tariff."  The  Minister 
also  states  that,  when  chemists  are 
notified  of  the  approval  of  applica- 
tions for  a  five-day  week,  their  atten- 
tion should  be  drawn  to  the  terms  of 
service  requiring  the  exhibition  of 
notices  indicating  other  contractors 
from  whom  medicines  may  still  be 
obtained. 


Chemistry  of  Living  Matter

Rotable  Occasion 

The  chair  was  taken  by  Sir  Peter 
/enables  (vice-chancellor)  who  said 
hat  the  occasion  was  particularly  not- 
ble  as  it  was  the  day  of  the  sealing 
f  the  new  university's  Charter. 

In  his  lecture,  on  "  The  chemistry 
f  living  matter,"  Dr.  Sanger  said 
hat  the  exact  sciences  of  physics  and 
hemistry  were  bounded  by  physical 
aws  but  the  biological  or  "  life " 
ciences  had  formerly  had  only  em- 
lirical  laws.  It  was  not  known  to 
vhat  extent  they  could  be  explained 
n  terms  of  the  laws  of  physics  and 
hemistry.  It  was  now  becoming  clear, 
lowever,  that  all  properties  of  living 
natter  could  be  explained  by  the  laws 
hat  controlled  non-living  matter.  A 
rude  analogy  could  be  drawn  between 
n  organism  and  a  machine — a  chemi- 
al  machine  whose  chemical  reactions 
letermined  its  outward  properties. 

The  most  important  chemical  com- 
•onents  were  the  proteins  which  pro- 
uced  all  the  other  chemicals.  They 
vere  of  many  types  and  functions — 
eratin,  haemoglobin,  enzymes,  hor- 
nones,  for  example.  Chemically  they 
vere  large  molcules  of  molecular 
weight  up  to  several  100,000's  but 
uilt  up  of  a  relatively  low  number 
f  subunits — amino  acids — built  to- 
ether  in  long  polypeptide  chains.  In 
iature  there  were  twenty  different 
mino  acids.  It  was  the  arrangement 
f  the  amino  acids  in  the  chain,  and 
he  way  the  chains  were  folded,  that 


gave  the  protein  its  specific  properties. 

The  speaker's  group  in  Cambridge 
had  been  concerned  with  the  sequence 
of  the  amino  acids  in  the  chain  (about 
which  almost  nothing  had  been  known 
when  they  started  in  1945)  and  they 
had  studied  insulin  because  of  it  was 
a  relatively  small  molecule  and  because 
of  its  medical  interest.  The  technique 
of  study  was  to  break  up  the  molecule 
into  fragments  (peptides — runs  of 
several  amino  acids),  separate  the 
amino  acids  and,  by  a  "  jig-saw  "  pro- 
cess, work  out  the  original  sequence. 
The  problem  was  the  separation — 
always  the  limiting  factor  in  protein 
chemistry — but  they  had  been  success- 
ful using  paper  chromatography.  Pro- 
teins had  been  found  to  have  a  unique 
structure  capable  of  being  described 
in  chemical  terms  (it  might  have  been 
that  they  were  mixtures)  and  the  amino 
acid  sequence  had  been  determined 
for  a  number  of  them.  From  that  work 
it  had  been  possible  to  deduce  in- 
formation about  their  "  active  centres  " 
and  their  biological  origin. 

in  the  investigation  of  the  folding 
of  the  chains,  x-ray  crystallography 
had  been  used  and  in  that  way  the 
three-dimensional  structure  of  myoglo- 
bin and  haemoglobin  had  been  estab- 
lished. It  was  now  thought  that  the  way 
the  chains  were  folded  was  determined 
by  the  amino  acid  sequence  itself,  that 
is,  interactions  between  the  components 
such  as  between  positive  and  negative 
charges  or  by  hydrogen  bonding.  Thus 
a  protein  of  the  correct  sequence  would 
fold  up  in  the  correct  way.  It  had 
been  possible  to  synthesise  the  insulin 
molecule  and  the  product  had  biologi- 
cal activity. 

Protein  Growth  and  Reproduction 

Protein  could  not  perpetuate  itself, 
said  Dr.  Sanger,  and  that  function  was 
carried  out  by  the  nucleic  acids,  parti- 
cularly deoxyribonucleic  acid  (dna), 
the  material  that  formed  the  genes 
which  were  known  to  be  the  factors 
which  determined  heredity  and  con- 
tained all  the  information  for  the  pro- 
duction of  a  cell  or  a  complete  organ- 
ism. The  nucleic  acids  were  very  large 
molecules  (molecular  weight  of  the 
order  of  millions)  and.  like  proteins, 
were  composed  of  chains  of  subunits, 
though  they  differed  in  chemistry.  In 
dna  there  were  only  four  types  of  base 
unit :  adenine  (A),  guanine  (G),  thy- 
mine (T)  and  (C)  cytosine  and  the 
chain  was  built  up  with  deoxyribose 
and  phosphoric  acid  groups.  The 
speaker  showed  a  slide  illustrating  two 
such  chains  side  by  side  (the  way  they 
occur  in  nature)  wound  together  in  a 


double  spiral,  with  specific  hydrogen 
bonds  formed  by  base-pairing  A-T 
and  C-G.  All  the  information  for  the 
production  of  specific  proteins  was 
coded  in  the  sequence  of  those  bases. 
In  a  simple  plant  virus,  the  dna  might 
be  1/10  mm.  long  and  contain  2,000 
units:  in  a  mammal  it  would  be  1 
metre  long  and  contain  3,000  million 
individual  nucleotides. 

Functions  of  DNA 

The  dna  had  two  functions.  First 
was  to  reproduce  itself  when  a  cell 
divided,  accomplished  by  a  copying 
process  in  which  the  helix  uncoiled 
and  daughter  helices  were  formed  on 
the  separated  strands  by  the  action  of 
enzymes.  Second  function  was  to  pro- 
duce protein  through  the  agency  of 
ribonucleic  acid  (rna)  which  was  simi- 
lar to  dna  except  that  it  had  a  ribose 
"  backbone "  and  uracil  (U)  replaced 
T  as  one  of  the  bases.  The  production 
was  by  a  similar  copying  process  giv- 
i  113  "  tne  central  dogma  of  molecular 
biology  " — DNA— »RNA— »protein. 

However,  it  was  not  straight  copy- 
ing procedure  as  there  were  only  four 
units  in  rna  and  twenty  in  protein. 
The  translation  mechanism  was  known 
as  the  "  genetic  code  "  and  it  had  been 
elucidated  almost  completely.  For  ex- 
ample, a  synthetic  rna  with  only  U 
bases  had  been  found  to  produce  a 
single  amino  acid — phenylalanine.  It 
could  therefore  be  deduced  that  the 
code  for  phenylalanine  was  a  UUU  se- 
quence. It  had  now  been  possible  to 
work  out  the  nucleotide  sequence  for 
all  amino  acids.  There  were  sixty-four 
possible  triplet  sequences  and  as  there 
were  only  twenty  amino  acids,  some 
were  produced  from  more  than  one 
sequence.  The  mechanism  of  the  pro- 
cess was  not  fully  understood  but  it 
was  carried  through  by  the  action  of 
enzymes  on  a  "  workbench  "  of  ribo- 
somes  which  were  found  in  all  cells. 
Transfer  rna's  were  capable  of  com- 
bining with  the  amino  acid  units  and 
coupling  them  on  to  the  growing  pro- 
tein chain  which,  when  produced, 
folded  itself  up  into  the  form  in  which 
it  was  active. 

Dr.  Sanger  said  his  remarks  had 
been  wide  generalisations.  Most  of  the 
work  had  been  done  with  simple 
organisms,  though  there  was  reason  to 
believe  that  the  findings  applied  to 
the  higher  organisms  also.  They  were 
still  a  long  way  from  understanding 
the  intricacies,  however,  and  that  made 
the  study  of  living  matter  a  fascinating 
subject.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed 
by  Professor  F.  R.  C.  Bateson  (for- 
mer head  of  the  department).

NOTES  ON  NEW  MEDICAMENTS 


HYTRAST. — Chemistry:  A  mixture  of  N-(propyl- 
2:3-diol)3:5-diiodo-4-pyridine  (N.P.P.)  and  3:5- 
diiodo-4-pyridine  (D.I. P.).  The  product  is  a 
suspension  of  a  mixture  of  those  substances  in 
a  very  finely  divided  form  (particle  size  in  the 
range  1-10  microns).  The  proportions  of  the 
two  constituents  is  adjusted  so  as  to  give  a 
final  iodine  content  of  50  per  cent.  The  pro- 
duct also  contains  sodium  carboxymethylcellu- 
lose  as  a  thickening  and  suspending  agent. 
Hytrast  is  designed  for  use  as  an  aqueous  con- 
trast medium  for  bronchography,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  the  product  has  advantages  over 
iodised  oil  or  thickened  aqueous  preparations. 
Slightly  soluble  contrast  drugs  were  selected 
on  the  grounds  that  soluble  products  may  be 
irritant  to  the  bronchial  mucosa,  or  promote 
a  febrile  reaction,  or  be  eliminated  too 
quickly.  It  is  considered  that  suspensions  of 
very  finely  divided  solids  act  as  non-New- 
tonion  liquids,  and  possess  an  elasticity  which 
is  of  value  in  producing  a  stationary  film  of 
the  drug  throughout  the  bronchial  tract,  thus 
permitting  an  improved  degree  of  contrast  for 
.x-ray  examination. 

SURMONTIL. — Chemistry :  5-(3-dimethylamim>-2- 
methylpropyl)-10,l  l-dihydro-5H-dibenz-(b.f)  aze- 
pine.  The  drug  is  also  known  as  trimipramine. 
and  is  available  as  the  maleate  salt  of  a 
racemic  mixture  of  the  dextro-and  laevorotatory 
forms,  for  oral  use,  and  as  the  more  soluble 
methanesulphonate  for  injection.  In  basic  pro- 
perties trimipramine  resembles  imipramine,  and 
both  compounds  are  iminobenzyl  derivatives. 
Pharmacologically,  trimipramine  has  antide- 
presant  properties,  but  these  are  associated  with 
anxiety  or  tension.  Trimipramine  is  well  tol- 
erated, but  some  somnolence  may  occur  early 
in  treatment.  Other  side-effects  are  those  com. 
mop  to  this  group  of  drugs,  and  reflect  the 
general  pharmacological  activities.  As  with  re- 
lated drugs  the  possibility  of  jaundice  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  but  the  true  significance  of 
the  variations  in  serum  transaminase  levels  that 
occur  during  trimipramine  therapy  has  still  to 
be  assessed.  The  drug  should  not  be  given  with 
monoamine  oxidase  inhibitors  until  further  ex- 
perience confirms  the  safety  of  such  combined 
treatment;  neither  should  it  be  used,  on  purely 
rational  grounds,  during  pregnancy  unless  the 
mental  condition  of  the  patient  over-rides 
other  considerations. 

DYSTRANIN. — Chemistry :  4-isobutyl  phenyl- 
acetic  acid  (approved  name  ibufenac).  The 
drug  has  analgesic,  anti-inflammatory  and 
antipyretic  properties  and,  as  it  is  chemically 
unrelated  to  other  anti-rheumatic  drugs  or  the 
anti-inflammatory  steroids,  it  represents  a  new 
approach  to  an  old  and  still  not  yet  conquered 
therapeutic  problem.  Ibufenac  is  a  stable  suh- 
stance,  is  active  orally,  and  there  is  a  wide 
range  between  the  therapeutic  and  toxic  doses. 
The  average  adult  dose  is  8  gm.  daily  and 
following  such  doses,  rapid  relief  of  pain! 
swelling,  tenderness  of  joints  and  morning  stiff- 
ness is  achieved.  The  drug  is  free  from  the 
gastric  irritant  effects  of  aspirin  or  phenyl- 
butazone, and  dyspesia  is  uncommon.  One  side 
effect  however  should  be  noted,  and  that  is 
the  possibility  of  jaundice.  The  incidence  of 
this  reaction  is  low,  but  liver  function  should 
be  estimated  in  patients  with  past  or  sus- 
pected liver  disease.  A  rise  in  serum  trans- 
aminase levels  is  usually  an  indication  to  sus- 
pend treatment,  although  such  a  rise  may  be 
transient  and  does  not  necessarily  indicate  in- 
cipient jaundice  or  liver  damage.  If  any  re- 
action occurs,  the  level  of  drug  in  the  body 
will  soon  fall  if  treatment  is  stopped,  as  both 
the  drug  and  its  metabolites  are  rapidly- 
excreted. 

EPONTOL.  Chemistry:  PropyJ-4-(NN-diethylcar- 
bamoyI-methoxy)-3-methoxyphenyl  acetate.  The 
drug,  also  known  as  propanidid,  is  a  pale 
yellow  oil,  insoluble  in  water,  though  it  can 
be  solubilised  by  the  addition  of  polyoxyethy- 
latcd  castor  oil.  It  is  supplied  as  a  5  per  cent, 
solution  ready  for  use.  The  drug  is  a  short- 
acting  intravenous  anaesthetic,  but  has  no 
chemical    relationship    with    other  intravenous 


anaesthetics,  as  it  can  be  regarded  as  a  deriva- 
tive of  eugenol.  It  is  characterised  by  a  very- 
brief  action,  which  begins  in  3  minutes  and 
is  complete  in  5-10  minutes.  Recovery  is  almost 
equally  rapid.  After  anaesthesia,  a  patient  is 
alert  and  able  to  leave  hospital  within  thirty 
minutes.  The  short  duration  of  action  of  some 
barbiturate  anaesthetics  is  associated  with  the 
removal  of  the  drug  from  circulation  and  stor- 
age in  the  tissues,  but  with  propanidid  the 
short  duration  appears  to  be  due  to  enzymatic 
breakdown  and  not  storage.  The  first  change 
in  structure  occurs  with  the  splitting  of  the 
ester  bond,  and  loss  of  the  propyl  group,  and 
later  the  diethylcarbamoyl  group  is  removed 
m  form  the  corresponding  acid.  Those  enzy- 
matic breakdown  products  have  no  anaesthetic 
properties.  Because  of  this  rapid  enzymatic- 
breakdown,  full  doses  are  required  for  anaes- 
thetic purposes,  but  the  drug  has  few  -toxic 
side  effects.  The  solution  is  not  irritant,  and 
accidental  extravascular  injection  is  not  fol- 
lowed by  tissue  damage.  The  properties  of 
propanidid  mark  it  out  as  an  unusual  anaes- 
thetic, and  the  absence  of  after-effects  may 
make  it  a  valuable  drug  for  short-term  anaes- 
thesia in  ambulant  patients.

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What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments  in  drugs  and  treatments 


GASTRIN,  the  hormone  that  controls 
secretion  of  gastric  juices,  has  been 
isolated  from  hog  antral  mucosa  and 
found  to  comprise  two  heptadecapep- 
tides  (gastrin  I  and  II).  The  physiologi- 
cal properties  have  been  found  to  lie 
in  a  tetrapeptide  sequence  tryptophan, 
methionine,  aspartic  acid  and  phenyl- 
alanine NH„  and  gastrins  with  the 
same  active  grouping  have  been  isola- 
ted from  human  mucosa.  A  number  of 
synthetic  analogues  of  these  polypep- 
tides have  been  produced  and  one  of 
them,  t-butyloxycarbonyl  -  (i  -  Ala  .Try. 
Met.Asp.Phe.NH,  (I.C.I.  50,123),  is  the 
subject  of  three  papers.  Workers  in 
Manchester  have  studied  the  com- 
pound's effect  on  stomach  and  pancreas 
and  have  found  it  to  give  peak  stimu- 
lation of  gastric  output  in  most  volun- 
teers in  a  dose  range  of  0"01-0'1  /igm. 
per  kilo  body  weight  per  minute  by 
constant  intravenous  infusion.  Higher 
doses,  plus  mild  stimulation  with  sec- 
retin, were  necessary  to  stimulate  bi- 
carbonate and  enzyme  output  by  the 
pancreas.  The  compound  was  found  to 
be  safe  and  the  authors  consider  that, 
apart  from  gastrin  itself  it  is  at  present 
the  most  effective  stimulant  available 
for  assessing  the  stomach's  acid-secret- 
ing capacity.  Workers  in  Belfast, 
studying  the  effect  on  intestinal 
motility,  report  that  the  compound 
causes  increased  activity  of  the  colon 


and  rectum  when  given  intravenously 
in  doses  of  0'25-0'5  ngm.  per  kilo  body- 
weight  over  three  minutes.  The 
authors  discuss  the  possibility  that 
gastrin  may  be  one  of  the  humoral 
agents  in  gastrocolic  responses,  having 
a  motor  effect  on  the  lower  colon  after 
being  liberated  from  the  stomach  by 
food  and  distension.  The  third  paper, 
also  from  Belfast,  indicates  that  the  in- 
travenous injection  of  the  compound 
causes  little  circulatory  disturbance 
though  subjects  experienced  epigastric 
burning,  faintness  and  slight  nausea. 
Commenting  on  the  papers,  a  Lancer 
leading  article  says  that  the  observa- 
tions tend  to  confirm  that  the  analogue 
has  the  properties  of  natural  gastrin, 
though  it  is  probably  less  potent  when 
judged  on  a  molar  basis.  "  Its  use  in 
the  testing  of  gastric  function  is.  how- 
ever, complicated  by  the  side  effects, 
and  it  clearly  does  not  fulfil  the  ideal 
of  a  secretory  stimulant  without  un- 
desirable activity."  (Lancet,  May  7. 
pp.  993-1000  and  1022.) 

Prednisone  has  been  used  success- 
fully by  an  American  worker  in  the 
management  of  the  advanced  eye 
changes  of  Graves'  disease  (malignant 
exophthalmos)  in  two  patients  in  whom 
the  prognosis  had  been  regarded  as 
hopeless.  Improvement  has  been  main- 
tained for  three  months  despite  pro- 
gressive dosage  reduction  though  the 


final  outcome  of  gradual  withdrawal  is 
not  yet  known.  (Lancet,  May  7. 
p.  1004.) 

A  report  on  fifty  cases  of  uncom- 
plicated pernicious  anaemia  treated  with 
oral  vitamin  Bi-peptides  for  periods 
ranging  from  one  to  seven  years  is  pre- 
sented by  workers  in  Lancashire.  The 
oral  preparation  used  came  from  re- 
search batches  of  a  complex  derived 
from  the  fermentation  of  either  a 
streptomyces  or  a  propionibacterium. 
Average  daily  dose  was  19  /igm.  (vita- 
min Bi;  equivalent).  Thirty-nine  cases 
were  maintained  on  the  original  main- 
tenance dose  and  in  the  remainder  the 
dose  was  increased;  ten  cases  developed 
iron  deficiency,  and  three  cases  devel- 
oped symptoms  of  mild  neuropathy 
(corrected  by  increasing  the  dosage). 
The  authors  write:  "We  believe  that 
pernicious  anaemia  is  caused  by  the 
lack  of  a  specific  gastric  peptidase  (co- 
balamase)  which  initiates  the  digestion 
of  the  protein  at  or  about  the  site  of 
attachment  of  the  vitamin  Bu  molecule, 
and  that  the  vitamin  B,, -peptide  com- 
plexes are  effective  because  they  simu- 
late to  a  greater,  or  less,  degree  the 
final  form  in  which  the  vitamin  is 
absorbed."  (B.M.J. ,  May  7,  p.  1149.)
